itone In Central Altlca, first gtven to tbe world 
throngh the Nxw Vo r x Hkrald. 
To appreciate at a glance these discoveries, It 
wUl bo necessary to look on the map ]ost above 
tbo twelfth degree of taUtndc and observe a wind­ 
ing river, fed by nnracrous stream*, which twlstt 
•ndtnrns like » serpent before entering Lake 
Bangweolo. 
THIS arVXB M THX rRA IfBR ZI. 
It IS fbnnd to m n In an Immense valley, several 
bundred miles wide ftom east to west, whose 
aoantalns run In lofty ranges north and sontb. 
At flrst Livingstone believed, from the similarity 
of name, that this was the Zambezi of the Portn- 
gueae explorers and traders who ascended the 
OontUient from the coast at Mozambique. After 
much marching and countermarching he found this 
to be impossible, as that river runs cast and south­ 
east, while the Chambeai, as before mentioned, 
ODgttSS into 
A LAROR L A IR . MAKID RANOWROLO. 
Which was fed In addition by nnmerons other bnt 
*mfUler rivers draining the same basin. This was

for hn onUlt from this largo lake and at last found 
It, The lake has Its greatest length from east to 
west, and on Its northern shore a broad effluent 
was (UBOOvcred, called by the natives 
THR IPA PCLA BIVKR. 
Still he found himself In the great valley trending 
northward; bnt wbere hU river went and under 
what name It waa known on entering the ocean 
were perplexing enerles. His first impression was 
that It was the Congo. At length he half donbt- 
Ingly adopted the Idea bf Its being the Nile. 
The Lnapula turned and bent In various dlreo 
tlons, but kept Its way gradually northward, and 
again 
A LAROB LARB. CILLRB MORRO, 
received the stream. Tnc scenery around this lake 
Is described as sublime. 
Its dark waters are shut 
In by high mounUtns, wild and savage tn their 
crags and precipices and swe-lnsplrlng to the be­ 
holder. Again, on the north, the waters find vent, 
and rush with an angry roar through a chasm in 
the mountains; bnt now it receives itie name of 


TUB LUALABA RIVBR. 
The immense valley which before he found to en­ 
close the stream further south still rears Its nighty 
w«i:: ss the east and far away on tbe wesL Slna- 
j flual/ OBWl^d tbe gregt riTw iwee®» ifUb a brcaam 


of from one tt> three miles. It runs to the northwest, 
makes a cnrve to the northeast, arches In a horse­ 
shoe towards the sonthwest, and, after reversing 
this horae shoe and then repeating It, empties at 
length Into another lake. 
This portion of the 
Lualaba ho names Webb’s River. The body of water 
into which U empties Is found to be named 


LAkB lAMOI-ONnO. 
Its characteristics are those of the other lakes, 
gave that It Is not so mountain-bound as Lake 
Moero. Its effluent is also called the Lualaba, and 
near where the lake fiowsont an important tributary 
comes to swell the current of the Lualaba. This is 
THR LCFIRA RIVER, 
Which flows from the south-southwest. The Lualaba 
now takes great sweeps and majestic curves, and 
seemed at times to tbe tronbled explorer as If about 
to run south for good and all. In these crooked 
courses it receives affluents In Immense numbers; 
but Livingstone discovered one of such consider­ 
able volume on the left bans that he thought It 
worth While exploring. This 1# 
TUB LOMANI RIVER, 
by following whose course through cnrves and 
warpings be at length arrived at a lake called Che- 
bnngo. This lake he did not hesitate to rechrtsten. 
and it wui b« knowD to aU ciriiued men 1» 


all time as Lake Lincoln, In honor and memory 
of our martyred President, who did so much 
for the enslaved children of African descent 
on 
this Continent of America. 
He returned 
to the Lualaba and 
was still in the great 
vaUey which he had followed over eight degrees 
of latitude. 
DiUgent Inquiry told him that the 
mighty Lualaba again widened Into a large lake 
lurther north. At this time his followers refused 
to proceed further, and with but six or eight 
months’ work onlv wanting to solve the mystery 
of the grand river, whose bends and sweeps he 
had followed for seven hnndrea miles, ho was 
obliged to return to ÜJUL The lake he had heard 
of ha was obliged to dot down on bu chart as 
THR NAMELESS LAXB. 
The great valley which be traced while watching 
the flow of the rivers, from twelve degrees to four 
degrees south of the Equator, he believes to be 
that formed by the watershed of the Nile, 
whose mountain chains run north and south 
through that entire distance, at varying width, on 
the east and west of the rivers and lakes. Before 
proceeding to rake up Ms arguments showing It to 
be the true Valley of the Nile we may 
s«TM nr riH disootbries 
la p ieoi«Bcg, TiitJ O90iiat oi a lacuBtfinc rlTcr, 


which in Its course forms it least foor large lakes 
and Is fed from a fifth. This river Is known by the 
three following names :—Chambezl, before It enters 
Lake Bangweolo; Luapula, between Lakes Bang­ 
weolo and Moero; Lualaba or Wcbb’a River, be­ 
tween Lakes Moero and Kamolontlo, and by the 
same name between Kamolondo and tbe Nameless 
Lake. Its principal tributaries, both entering on 
the left bank, are the Lnflra River, Just north of 
Kamolondp, and the Iximanl Hlvcr, further north, 
carrying In the waters of Lake Lincoln. 
LIVINORTONB’S CONVICTION 
that this water system 1h the great perennial feeder 
of the Nile may be said to nave been formed os fol­ 
lows:— 
/Vrsi-They were not connected with the Zam­ 
bezi of the Portuguese, because be traced the 
Chamhrzl Into Lake Bangwcola 
SBcond—They were not connected with the Congo, 
because he established the fact that the rivers 
Kusal and Quango, flowing from the west side of 
the great watershed, were the sources of that river. 
Third—Their direction so far northward, and the 
Immense volume of the stream when last seen by 
him, leaves no other alternative hut a junction 
with the Nile, probably with Pctherlck's hraacli of 
lUc Wflitc Nua, 


EBTHRRIOX’S BRANCH, 
called by the Arabs Bahr el Oozahl, with which lift 
Nameless Lake la connected on the mapiby tha 
dotted line. Among hla minor dlscoverlea Is one 
that the piece of water formerly known aa Lake 
Uemba Is merely the southeaatem spur of Lake 
Tanganyika. Another ducovery, and one In which 
tbe New Yore Herald correapondent was aaso* 
dated with him, la the aurvey of the head of Lake 
Tanganyika, and tbe proof that 
THR RITRR RCSIZT 
flows Into and not out of Tanganyika. This die. 
covery leads to the supposition that the ouUet 
Tanganyika is at the sontb and toward Lake NyN 
aasa, from thence to the Zambezi and to the sea. 
The establishment of these two problems woul^ 
establish the extraordinary fact of 
TWO PARALLRL WATBR8 HBD9, 
the one sending Its ralnfaU north to the Levant 
and tbe other southward to tbe Channel of Mozam- 
biqne. The Manyema country, famous for Its Ivory 
and handsome people, la Included In hla dlscoverlea. 
The country of King Cazembe waa visited by tb« 
Portuguese previous to Livingstone's visit to Africa, 
The entire portion of the map west of Lake Taa- 
ganylka ntul south of the equator Is Ltvlngstone’a 
wonderful answer to the querya.

I might 
here stop verj well—for Uvlngatone was found- 
only the Hbrald I know will not be satlsned with 
one story, so 1 will sit down to another; a story so 
Interesting, because be, the great traveller, tbe hero 
Livingstone, telU most of It himself. 
ON BIS niUNITY. 
We were met at last. T be H e r a ld 's special cor­ 
respondent had seen Dr. Livingstone, whom more 
than three-fourths of all who liad ever hoard of lilm 
believed to be dead. Yet at noon on tbe 10th ol 
b'ovembcr of this year 1 first shook hands with him, 
and said to him, “Doctor, I thank God I have been 
permitted to shake hands with you.” 1 said it all 
very soberly and with due dignity, because there 
were so many Arabs about os, and the circum­ 
stances under which 1 appeared did not warrant 
me to do anything else. I was as much a stranger 
to Livingstone as 1 was to any Arab there. And, If 
Arabs do not like to see any irregularity. Indeed I 
think that Englishmen most be placed in the same 
category. 
KNGU8H U C m T U R B A B IL IT T . 
But W hat does all this proface auu what may this 
prolixity meanr Well, It means this, that I looked 
upon Uvlngstone as an Englishman, and I feared 
- th at If I showed sny nnusual Joy at meeting with 
him he might conduct himself very much Uke an­ 
other Englishman did once whom I met In the In­ 
terior of another foreign and strange land wherein 
we two were the only English-speaking people to 
he fonnd within tbe ares of two bnndred miles 
square, and who, npon my greeting him with a 
cordial “Good morning,” would not answer me, 
bat screwed on a large eye-glass In a manner which 
must have been as painful to him as It was to me, 
and then deUberately viewed my horse and myself 
for the space of about thirty seconds, and passed on 
his way with as much iusouctance as If he bad seen 
me a thousand times and there was nothing at aU 
In the meeting to JnsUfy him coming out of that 
ahell of imperturbability with which he liad covered 
himself: 
A REPOBTEn nifiANTHBOPE. 
Besides, I had heard all sorts of things from a 
quondam companion of bis about him. He was 
eccentric, I was told; nay, almost a misanthrope. 
Who hated the sight of Europeans; who, if Burton, 
Speke, Grant or anybody of that kind were coming 
to see him, would make haste to put as many miles 
as possible between himself and such a person. 
He was a man also whom no one could get along 
With—It was almost Impossible to please him; he was 
a man who kept no Journal, whose discoveries would 
certainly perish with him nnless he himself eame 
back. This was the man I was shaking hands with 
whom I had done my utmost to surprise, lest he 
Should run sway. 
(Consequently you may know 
Why 1 did not dare manifest any extraordinary joy 
npon my success. But, really, had there been no 
one present-none of those cynJcal-mlnded Arabs 
I mean—I think 1 should have betrayed the emo­ 
tions which possessed me. Instead of which I only 
•aid, “Doctor, 1 thank God I have been permitted 
to shake hands with yon.” 
Which he relam ed 
with a grateful and welcome smile. 
UVINOSTONa’B MANSION. 
Together we turned our faces towards bis tembe. 
Be pointed to the veranda of his house, which was 
an unraUed platform, built of mud, covered by 
wide overhanging eaves. He pointed to his own 
particular seat, on a carpet of goatskins spread 
over a thick mat of paMn leaf. I protested against 
taking this seat, bat be Insisted, ami 1 yielded. 
We were seated, the Doctor and I, with oor backs 
to the wall, the Arabs to onr right and left and in 
front, 
the natives forming a dark perspective 
beyond. Then began conversation; I forget what 
about; possibly shout the road 1 took from Unyan- 
yembe, but I am not sure. 1 know the Doctor was 
talking, and I was answering mechanically. I was 
conning tht Indomiubls, energetic, patient and 
persevertfif iravsUer. at whose side 1 bow m la 


oeiitral Africa. Every hair of his head and beard, 
every line and wrinkle of his face, the wan 
face, 
the fhtlgued form, 
were all imparting 
the 
IntelUgence 
ts 
me 
which 
so 
many 
men so much desired. It was deeply Interesting 
InteiUgenoe and unvarnished truths these mute but 
certain witnesses gave. They told me of the real 
m atnrs of the work In which he was engaged. 
Then his lips began to give me the details—Ups that 
cannot lie. I could not repeat what he said. He 
bad so much to say that he began at the end, seem­ 
ingly oblivions of the fact that nearly six years had 
to be accounted for. But the story came out bit by 
bit. unreservedly—as unreservedly as If he was con­ 
versing with Sir R. Murchison, his true friend and 
best on earth. The man’s heart was guslilug out, 
not In hurried aentences, in rapid uttcniuces, iu 
quick relation-but In still and deep words. 
A HISTAKBN ESTIUATS. 
His quondam companion must have been a sad 
student of human nature or a most niallctoiis per­ 
son—a man whose Judgment was distorted by an 
oblique glauco at his own Iniior liiiago, and was 
thus rendiirod Incapable 0! Unowlug the great heart 
of Llvliigrttono-for after several weeks' life with 
him In the same tent and in the same hut I am ut­ 
terly unable to perceive what angle of Livingstone’s 
nature that gentleman took to base a Jutlgmcut 
upon. 
A happier companion, a truer friend than 
the traveller thus slandered 1 could not WiSh for- 
He was ulwars polite—with a politeness of the gen­ 
uine kind—and this polltcuess never forsook him 
for an Instant, even in the midst of the most rugged 
scenes and greatest difflcultles. 


TIIK BOOE AN» TIIK DINDINQ. 
rpon my first Introduction to him Uvlngstone 
was to mo like a huge tome, with a most unpre­ 
tending binding. Wltiiln the book might contain 
much valuable lore and wisdom, but Its exterior 
gave no promise of what was within. Thmr outside 
Uvlngstone gave no token—except of being rudely 
dealt with by the wilderness-of what element of 
power or talent lay witntn. He Is a man ol unpre­ 
tending appearance enough, has quiet, composed 
features, from which the freshness of jouth has, 
quite depavted, but which retains the mobility of 
prime age Just enough to show that there yet lives 
much endurance and vigor wUhln his frame. The 
eyes, which are hazel, are remarkably bright, not 
dimmed In the least, though the whiskers and mus­ 
tache are very gray. 
The 
hair, 
originally 
brown, la 
streaked 
here 
and 
there 
with 
gray over tbe temples, 
otherwise 
It 
might 
belong 
to 
a 
man 
of 
thirty. 
The 
teeth 
above show 
Indications of bulug worn out. 
The hard far* of Londa and Manyema have 
made havoc In tlielr ranks. Ilia form Is stoiitlsh. 
a little over the ordinary in height, with slightly 
bowed shoulders. When walking lie bas the heavy 
step of an overworked and fatigued man. On his 
head he wears the naval cap, with a round vizor' 
with which he has been identified throughout 
Africa. His dress shows that at times be has had 
to resort to the needle to repair and replace what 
travel has worn. Such is Livingstone externally. 
THB MAN WITUIN. 
Of the inner man much more may be said tlian of 
the outer. As he reveals himself, bit by bit, to Uie 
stranger, a great many favorable points present 
themselves, any of which 
taken singly might 
well dispose you toward him. 1 had brought him a 
packet of letters, and though I urged him again 
and again to defer conversation with me until he 
had read the news from home and children, he said 
he would defer reading until night; for the time he 
would enjoy being astonlsbed by the European and 
any general world news I pould communicate. He 
had acquired the art of being patient long ago, be 
said, and he had waited so long for letters that ho 
could well afford to wait a few hours more. So we 
sat and talked on that humble veranda of one of the 
poorest houses in UJiji. Talked quite oblivious of 
the la/ge concourse of Arabs, Wanguana aud WaJijl, 
who had crowded around to sec the new comer. 
A BUDOST OF NRWS 
There was much to talk about on both sides. 
On bis Bide he had to tell me what had happened 
to him, of where he had been, and of what he had 
seen during the five years the world believed lUm 
to be dead. On my side I had to tell him very old, 
old news, of the Suez Canal and the royal extrava­ 
gance of Ismail Pacha; of the termination of the 
Cretan Insurrection; of the Spanish revolution; of 
the flight of Isabella; of tbe new King, Amadeus, 
and of the assassination of Prim; of the completion 
of the Pacific Railroad across the American Conti­ 
nent; of the election of General Grant as President; 
of the French and Prussian war; of the capture of 
Napoleon, the flight of Engénte and of the complete 
humiliation of Prance. Scores of eminent persons— 
some personal friends of his—had died. 
So that 
the news bad a deep Interest to him. and 1 had a 
most attentive auditor. 
By and by the Arabs retired, understanding well 
the position, thongta they were also anxious to hear 
from me about Mlrambo, but 1 sent my head meu 
with them to give them such news as they wanted, 
nis FARK AND U I8 UOOD SPIRITS. 
The hours of that afternoon passed most pleas­ 
antly—few afternoons of my life more so. 
It 
seemed tom e as If I had met an old, old friend. 
There was a friendly or good-natured abandon 
about Livingstone which was not lost on me. As 
host, welcoming one who spoke his language, he 
did his dnties with a spirit and style I have never 
seen elsewhere. He had not much to offer, to be 
sure, but what he had was mine and his. 
The wan 
features 
which 
1 
had 
thought 
shocked 
me 
at 
first 
meeting, 
the 
heavy 
step 
which told 
of 
age 
and 
hard 
travel, 
the 
gray beard 
and 
stooping 
shoulrlcrs 
belied 
the man. Underneath that aged and well spent 
exterior lay an endless fund of high spirits, which 
now and then broke out in peals of liearty laugh­ 
ter—the rugged frame enclosed a very young and 
exuberant souL 
The meal-1 am not sure but 
what we ate three meals that afternoon-was 
seasoned with Innumerable Jokes and pleasant an­ 
ecdotes, Interesting hunting stories, of which hla 
friends Webo, Oswell, Vardon aud Cummlng (Gor­ 
don Cumming) were always the chief actors. 
“ T O r H A T* BBOrOHT MR NEW L IF E ,” 
he said several times, so that I was not snre bnt 
that there was some little hysteria In this Jovi­ 
ality and abnndant animal spirits, but as 1 found 
It continued during several weeks I am now dis­ 
posed to think It natnral. 
LIVINGSTONl’a M B M oar. 
Another thing which specially attracted my at­ 
tention was his wonderfully retentive memory. 
When we remember the thirty years and more he 
has spent in Africa, deprived of books, wc may well 
think it an uncommon memory that can recite 
whole poems of Burns, Byron, Tennyson and Long­ 
fellow. Even the poets Whittier and Lowell were 
far better known to him than to me. He knew an 
endless number of facts and names of persons con­ 
nected with America much better than l, though It 
was my peculiar province as a JonrnalUt to have 
known them. One reason, perhaps, for this fact may 
be that the Doctor never smokes, so that his brain 
Is never befogged, even temporarily, by the fumes of 
the insidious weed. Besides, ne has lived all his 
life almost, we may say, within himself-In a world 
of thought which revolved Inwardly, seldom awak­ 
ing out of It except to attend to the Immediate 
practical necessities of blmself and his expedition. 
The Immediate necessiUcs disposed of, he must have 
relapw!d Into his own Inner world. Into which he 
most have conjnred memories of bis home, rela­ 
tions, friends, acqualutances, familiar readings. 
Ideas and associations, so that wherever he might 
be, or by whatsoever be was surrounded, bis own 
world had attractions far superior to that which 
the external world by which he was surrounded 
had.

Dr. Uvlngstone ts a truly pions ;m an-a man 
deeply Imbned with real religious InsiliK-t», Tlie 
study of the man wonid not be complete if we did 
not take the religious side of his character Into con- 
■IderaUoD. His religion, any more than his busi­ 
ness, is not of tbe theoretical klnd-slmply content­ 
ing Itself with avowing Its peculiar creed and 
Ignoring all other religions as wrong or weak, it Is 
of the true, pracMcal kind, never losing a chance to 
manlteet Itself In a qoiet, practical way-never 
demonstrative or load. It Is always at work, if 
not In deed, by shining example. 
It is not 
aggressive, which 
sometlineB 
is 
tronblesomo 
and 
often 
Impertinent. 
In 
him 
religion 
exhlbiu its loveliest features. It governs his oon- 
doct towards his servants, towards the natives and 
oWMdl 
bigoted M ussuiawat-orsa bU wbo 


come In contact with him. 
Without religion Uv- 
IngHtone, with his ardent temperament, his en- 
thusiasUo nature, hia high spirit and courage, 
might have lieen an uncompanionable man and a 
hard master. Religion has tamed all these cnarac- 
terlatlcs; nay, if he was ever possessed of them, 
they have been thoroughly eradicated. Whatever 
was cnide or wllflil religion has refined, and made 
him, to speak the earnest, sober ti-uth, the most 
agreeable of companions and Indulgeat of masters. 


AFRICAN OOMPARIHONS. 
I have been frequenUy ashamed of my Impatience 
while listening to bis mild rebuke to a dishonest or 
lazy servant, whereas had he been of mine bis dla- 
lionesty or laziness had surely been visited with 
prompt punishment.

Prom being bated aud thwarted In every possible 
way by the Arabs and balf castes upon first aritval 
in UJiJl, through his uniform kindness and mild, 
pleasant temper ho has now won all hearts. I per­ 
ceived that universal respect was paid to him 
by alL 
THB OOSPHL TO THI IIBATIiaN. 
Every Sunday moralng ho gathers his little flock 
around Jilm and has prayers read, not In the 
stereotyped tone of an EnglUli High Church caergy- 
man, which always sounds iu my ears insincerely, 
but In the tone roconimcndod by Arclibishop 
Wliately—viz., naturifi, unaffected and siuceie. 
Pollowing them ho delivers a short address in the 
ICisawahiti language about what ho has boon read­ 
ing from the Bible to them, which is listened to 
wllli great attention. 
B1» BODILY TIOOK. 
Tnerc Is another point In LlvlugBtonc’s character 
about which we, as readers of his books and 
students of his travels, would naturally wish to 
know Bomethlng-vlz., his ability to withstand the 
rigors of an African oUmatc, and the conslotent 
energy with which he fUlows the exploraUon of 
Central Africa. 
Those who 
may have road 
Burton's “Lake Regioas of Central Africa” cannot 
have failed to perceive that Oaptatu Burton, the 
author, was very well tired of Africa long before he 
reached OJIJI, and that when he had reached UJUI 
he was too much worn out to be able to go any far­ 
ther, or do anything but proceed by boat to Uvlia, 
near the northern head of the Tanganylka-a task he 
perlbrmed, we must admit. In no enviable humor. 
We also know how Speke looked and felt when 
Baker met him at Oondakoro; how, after merely 
glancing at the outflow of Lake Victoria Into the 
Victoria Nile, he was unable or indisposed to go a 
little farther west to discover the lake which lias 
made Baker famous and given him a knighthood. 
Also, do we not all know the amount of Baker’s dis­ 
covery of that lake, aud what resolutions he made 
after his return to civilization from his visit to the 
Albert Lake f 
TIIK INnOSIlTABLB BESOI.VB. 
When I first met the Doctor I a.skod him If he did 
not feel a desire to visit Ills country and take a lit 
tic rest. He had then been absent about six years, 
and the answer ho gave me freely shows what kind 
of man he Is, and how differently constituted he is 
from Burton, Speke or Baker. Said ho :— 
“I would like very much to go home and see my 
cliiUlreiáoaoo •gaia, bnt 1 cannot bring my heart to. 
abandon the task 1 h»vy ondertaksn when it is so 
nearly completed. 
It only requires six or seven, 
months moxe to trace the true source that I have 
discovered with Petherlck’s branch of the Wliltq,- 
Nllei or with the Albert Nyanz» of Sir Samuel 
Baker. Why should I go before my task is ended, 
to have to come back again to do what I can very 
well do nowf” 
“And why,” I asked, “did you come so lar back 
without finishing the short task which you say yorf- 
have yet to do T” 
“Simply because I was forced; my men would 
not budge a step forward. They miitmled and 
formed a .secret resolution tin t if I still Insisted 
on going on to raise a disturbance In the country, 
and alter they had effected it to abandon me. In 
whhih ease 1 should be kUled. It was dangeroiw-Sw- 
(P«UiteU>SJ&-''Mia(lexplored BIX hundred miles 
"of the watershed, had traced all the principal 
streams which discharged their waters Into the 
central line of drainage, and when about 
to e.xplore the last one hundred miles «he 
my people falK-d, and they set abont llnistratlng 
me in every po8.^lble way. Now. having returned 
seven hundred miles to get a new supply of stores 
and another escort, I find my.self destitute of even 
tbe means to live but for a few weeks, and sick In 
mind and body.” 
Let any rentier study the spirit of the above re­ 
mark, aud compare It with those which ani­ 
mated a Burton, a Speke or a Baker. How would 
those gentlemen have comported themselves In 
such a crisis, unprepared, as we all know they 
were, for the terrible fevers of Central Africa f 
THE HEAD OP THE TA-VOANYIXA. 
Again, about a week nRcr I had arrived In UJUI, I 
a.sked Livingstone 11 he had examined the northern 
head of the Tanganyika. He answered immediately 
he had not, and then asked If people expected ho 
had. I then Informed him that great cariosity was 
felt abont the connc<nion that was supposed to 
exist between the Tanganyika and Lake Albert, 
one party said that a river fiowed out of the Tan­ 
ganyika Into the Albert; another party held that It 
was impossible, since the Tanganyika was, accord­ 
ing to Burton and Speke, much lower than the 
Albert. Others were Inclined to let the subject 
alone nntli they should hear from him, the only one 
capable at the present time to set the matter at 
rest forever. 
The Doctor repUcd to these remarks that he 
was not aware so much importance was attached 
to the Tanganyika, as his friends at home. Instead 
of writing to him, contented themselves with 
spccnlating as to where he should come out of 
Africa, and thus he had been kept Ignorant of many 
things of which those who took any Interest in him 
Bhonld have Informed him. 
“I did try before setting out for Manyema to en­ 
gage canoes and proceed northward, but I soon 
saw that the people were all confederating to fiecce 
me as they had Burton, and had I gone under such 
circumstances I should not have been able to pro­ 
ceed to Manyema to explore the central line of 
drainage, and of course the most Important line- 
far more Important than the line of the Tangan­ 
yika; for whatever connection there may be be­ 
tween the Tanganyika and the Albert the true 
sources of the Nile are those emptying into the 
central line of drainage. In my own mind I have 
not the least donbt that the Ruslzl River fiows from 
this lake into the Albert. For three months stead­ 
ily I observed a current setting northward. I veri­ 
fied It by means of water plants. 
TH* ALTrrUDB OF THK TANOANTIEA. 
When Speke gives the altitude of the Tanganyika 
at only 1,880 feet above the sea I imagine he must 
have fallen Into the error by frequently writing the 
Anno Domini, and thus made a slip of tbe pen; for 
the altitude 18 over two thousand eight hundred 
feet by boiling point, though I make It a little 
over 
three 
thousand 
feet 
by 
barometers. 
Tiins you see that there are no very great natural 
dlfflcnltles on the score of altitndc, and nothing to 
prevent the reasonable snppositlon that there may 
be a water connection by moans of the Ruslzl or 
some other river between the two lakes. Besides, 
the Arabs here are divided in their statemcnts. 
Some swear that the river goes out of the Tan­ 
ganyika, oUiers that it flows Into the Tanganyika.’* 
A PROPOCAl. 
“Well, Doctor,” said 1, “if 1 were you, before 
leaving this part of the country for Unyanyemhe, 
perhaps never to rotnrn here—for one knows not 
what may occur In the m eantlm e-I would go up 
and see, and If yon like I will accompany yon. Yon 
say yon have no cloth aud only five men. 1 have 
enough cloth and men for all your purposes. Sup­ 
pose you go op and settle this vexed question, for 
so far as I see by the newspapers cveryboiJy ex- 
pecM It of you.” 
A BEKOLV*. 
Many a traveller, as 1 have shown, would have 
pleaded fatigue and utter weanness of mind and 
body, bnt Livingstone did not. That very Instant 
the resolve was made; that very Instant he started 
to execute It. He sent a man to Said Ben Majld to 
reqneat the loan of hts canoe, and hla baggage was 
got remly for the voyage. Not yet recovered from 
Um lore cilecu ul hii r« tu » i t m iUa unsuccessful 


and lengthy journey to aoooapllB h tie object that 
lay so n e a r his h e a r t; y e t snflbrtng from an a n a o k 
of diarrhoea and th e c o n seq u en t w eak n ess It In- 
daeed, the b ra v e a p lrtt w as up again, eager ae a 
lilgh-spinted boy, for the path of duty pointed out. 
The above is but a slight sketch of the main 
poinla in the great traveUer’s oharaotor, whose 
personal story I am about to relate. It was neces­ 
sary that the reatler should know what sort of 
man this Dr. Uvlngstone was, after whom the Naw 
York H brald thought proper to deapatch a special 
correspondent, with an expedition, at no matter 
what cost. After this study of him I cannot better 
sum up his character than by using the words of 
one of my own men:—*‘He Is a good man, an ex­ 
tremely good and kind man.” Is it not true, then, 
that 
his 
quoudam 
companlou 
did 
not 
know 
the 
nature 
of 
the 
man 
with 
whom 
he 
lived 
and 
travelled, 
who 
aald 
that 
Uvlngstone 
would

any other white man wbo would come after him;

gentleman who stated his belief that “Livingstone 
had murned an Alrlcan princess, and had settled 
down for good,” could fathom the slngle-mludod 
traveller and upright man. David Liviugstone r 
THB IXXn'OU’S OTOBY. 
Dr. David Livingstone left the Island of Zanzibar 
in March, 1866. On tue 7th of the iollowliig month 
be departed from Miklndliil Kay for tbe interior, 
with an expedition consisting of twelve Hopoysirom 
nombuy, uluc men from Johanna, of the Comoro Isles 
seven Uberated slaves aud two Zambezi men (tak­ 
ing them as an experiment), six camels, throe 
buimiof s, two mules and three donkeys. He thus 
bad thirty men, twelve of whom—viz., the Sepoys— 
wero to act as guards for the expedition. They 
were maitly armed with the Enfield rifles pre­ 
sented to the Doctor by the Bombay government. : 
The baggage of the cxfiedlUon consisted of ton 
bales of cloth and two ba.?8 of oeads, which wore to 
se ve as currency by which they would be enabled 
to purchase the nocessaiTes of lllb In the countiiea 
the Doctor Intended to visit. Besides the cum­ 
brous moneys they carried several boxes of Instru­ 
ments, such as chronometers, air thermoinutora, 
sextant and artificial horizon, boxes containing 
clothes, medicines and personal necessaries. 
UP TUB ROVUMA aivaa. 
The expedition travelled up the left bank of the 
Rovuma River, a route as full of difficulties as any 
that could be chosen. For tulles Uvingstone and 
his party had to cut their way with tbelr axes 
through the dense and almost impenetrable Jungles 
which lined the river’s banks. The road was a 
mere footpath, leading, In tbe most erratic fashion, 
in and through the dense vegetation, seeking the 
easiest outlet from it without any regard to the 
course it ran. The pagazls were able to proceed 
easily enough, but the camels, on account of their 
enormous height, could not advance a step without 
the axes of the party first clearing the way. These 
tools 
of foresters 
wore 
almost 
alwars re­ 
quired, 
but 
the advance of 
the expedition 
was often retarded by the unwillingness of the 
Sepoys and Johanna men to work. Soon after the 
departure of the expedition from the coast the 
murmiirings and complaints of these men began, 
and upon every occasion and at every opportuuily 
the; evinced a decided hostility to an advance. 
B E B ail WANTBD. 
. In order to prevent the progress ol the Doctor, 
in hopoBthat It would compel him to return to the 
coast, tho.se men so cruelly treated the animals that 
before long there was not one left alive. Failing in 
this they sot about Instigating the natives against 
tbe white man, whom they accnaed most wantonly 
of strange practicos. As this plan was most likely 
to succead, and as It was dangerous to have such 
k e u wlth him, Uie Doctor arrived at the conclu­ 
sion that It was best to discharge them and 
accordingly sent the Sepoys back to the coast, but 
not without having first furnished them with the 
means of subsistence on their Journey to the coast. 
These men were surti a disreputable set that the 
natives talked of them os the Doctor’s slaves. One 
of their worst slna was their cnstom to give their 
guna and ammonitton to cart; to tbe first woman or 
boy they met, whom they impressed for that pur- 
poBe by either threats or promises which they were 
tlEaily unable to perform and unwarranted la 
makiag. An honr’s march was sufllclcnt to fatigue 
them, after which they lay down on the road to bc- 
tnto the 
w ^ their hard ihte and concoct new schemes to 
B tarU j^ "íw tesle their leader's purposes. Towards night 
S S P tf y they generally made their appeargnce iit.thei:am> 
Ing ground with the looks of balf dead mem Silb^ 
men naturally made bnt a poor escort,' far had the 
party been attacked by a wandering tribe of na­ 
tives of any strength the Doctor could have made 
no defence, and no other alternative wquld be left 
to him but to surrender and be ruined. The Doc­ 
tor and hla little party arrived on the 18th July, 
1806, at a vUUxe belonging to a chief of the Mahl- 
yaw, situated eight days’ march south of the Ro­ 
vuma and overlooking the watej-shed of the Lake 
Nyassa. The territory lying between tho- Rovuma 
River and this Mablyaw chieftain was an uninhab­ 
ited wilderness, daring the transit of which Living­ 
stone and the expedition suffered considerably from 
hunger and desertion of men. 
LYING WAKOTANI. 
Early In August, 1866, the Doctor came to 
Mponda’s country, a chief who dwelt near the Lake 
Nyasaa. On the road thither two of the liberated 
slaves deserted bim. Here, also, Wakotanl (not 
Wlkotanl) a proUlge of the Doctor, Insisted upon 
his discharge, alleging as an excuse, which the 
Doctor subsequently found to be nutruc, that he 
had found his brother. He further stated that his 
family lived on the east side of the Nyassa Lake. 
He further said that Mponda’s favorite wife was 
his 
slater. 
Perceiving 
that Wakotanl 
was 
unwilling 
to 
go 
with 
him 
farther 
the 
Doctor took him to Mponda, who now saw 
and heard 
of him for the first time, 
and, 
having 
furnished 
the 
nngratelUl 
boy 
with 
enough cloth and beads to keep him until his “big 
brother” should call for him, left him with the 
chief, after first assuring himself that he would 
have honorable treatment from that chief. The Doc­ 
tor also gave Wakotanl writing paper (as he could 
read and write, being some of the accomplishments 
acquired at Bombay, where he bad been put to 
school) that should be at any time feel so disposed 
he might write to Mr. Horace Waller or to himself. 
The Doctor lurther enjoined on him not to Join any 
slave raid usually made by his countrymen, the 
men of Nyassa, on their nclgboors. Upon finding 
that his application for a discharge was sncccssfui, 
Wakotanl 
endeavored 
to 
Induce 
Chnmah, 
another protégC ot the Doctor’s, and a companion 
or chum of W akotanl, to leave the Doctor’s service 
and proceed with them, promising as a bribe a 
wlte and plenty of pombo irom his “big brother,” 
Chnmah, npon referring the matter to the Doctor, 
was advised not to go, as he (the Doctor) strongly 
suspected that Wakotanl wanted only to make him 
hts slave. 
Chnmah wisely withdrew from his 
tempter. 
THK GOOD SAMARITAN. 
From Mponda’s the Doctor proceeded to the heel 
of the Nyassa, to the village of a Babiaa chief, who 
required medicine for a skin disease. 
With his 
usual kindness be stayed at this chlePs village 
to treat his malady. 
While here a half-caste 
Arab arrived from the western shore of the lake, 
who reported that he had been plundered by a band 
of Ma-Zltu at a puce the Doctor aud Musa, chief of 
the Johanna men, were very wcU aware was at least 
a hundred and fifty miles north-uorthwest of where 
they were then stopping. Musa, however, lor bis 
own reasons-whlch will appear presently-eogerly 
listened to the Arab’s tale, and gave full credence 
to It. Having well digested Its horrifying contents, 
he came to the Doctor to give him the full lieneflt of 
what he had heard with such willing ears. The 
traveller patiently listened to the narratlve-whlch 
lost none of ita portentous stgntflcanoe through 
hlB relaUon, such as be beUeved U bore for talmself 
and m aster-and then asked Musa if be beUeved It. 
"Yes,” answered Musa, readily; ‘ he tell me true, 
true. 1 ask him good, and he tell me true, true.” 
The Doctor, however, aald he did not believe It, 
for the Ma-Zltu would not have been satisfied with 
simply plundering a m an; they would have mur­ 
dered him; but suggeeted. In order to allay the 
fears of hU Moslem subordinate, that they should 
both proceed to the chief with whom they were 
staying, wbo, being a sensible man, would be able 
to advise them as to the probability or Improba- 
bUlty of the tale being correct. Together they pro­ 
ceeded to the Babtsa chief, who, when he had heard 
Uie Arab’s slorr. OBbeslttUllxlF denoonocd the 


Arab as a liar and his itory without the least foon- 
datlon in fact, giving as a reason that If the Ma- 
Zltu had been lately In that vicinity he would have 
heard of It soon euough. But Musa oroke out with 
“No, no, Doctor; no, no, no. I no wani to go to 
Ma-Zlto. 1 DO want Ma-Zitu to kill me. I want see 
my Ihther, my mother, my child In Johamia. I no 
want MvZItu kUl me.” ipsissitna «vb». These 
are Musa's words. 
To which the Doetor replied. ‘U don’t want Ma- 
Zltu to klu me either; but. as you are afraid of them, 
I promise to go straight west unUI we get far past 
the beat of the Ma-Zltu.” 
Musa was not satisfied, but kept moaning and 
sorrowing, sayiug. “If we had joo guns with us I 
would go. but our small party they wUl attack by 
night and kill all.” 
The Doctor repeated bis promise, “But I will not 
fo near them; 1 will go west.” 
DKSBBTION OF THE JOHANNA MBN. 
As soon as he turned his face westward Musa 
*nd the Jolianua men ran away in a body. The 
Doetor says, In commenting upon Muaa’i conduct, 
that he felt strongly tempted to shootMusa aud 
another ringleader, but was nevorthelesaglad that 
he did not soli his hands with their vtlc btood. 
UTBONORK MRASUKKS. 
A day or two afterwards anotuer of his men— 
Simon ITlce by namo-caine to the Doctor with the 
same tale ubout the Ma /.Itu, bat, compjllel by the 
^ a n t number ol his people to repress aU such ton- 
deiiclos to desertion aud faJnt-lieartedness, tbe 
Doctor “shut him up” at oncj and torhtdc him to 
utter the name of the Ma-Zltu any more. Had the 
natives not assisted bim he must have despaired of 
ever being able to penetrate the wild and unox- 
ploiod interior which he was now about to tread. 
NO SLAVa TEAbB IIHRB. 
“Fortunately,” a.s the Doctor says with unction, 
“I was in a country now, alter leaving the shores 
of the Nyassa, where the feet of the slave trader 
had not trodden. It was a new and virgin land, and 
of coarse, as I have always ibund It In such cases, 
the natives were really good and hospitable, and for 
very small portions of cloth my baggage was con­ 
veyed irom village to village by them.” 
In many 
other ways the traveller In Ills extremity was 
kindly treated by the undclllcd and uuspoUed 
natives. 
THB TBAOK OF THB MAZITU. 
On leaving this hospitable region la the early 
part of December, woa, the Doctor entered a 
country whore the Mazltu had exercised their cus- 
tomary spoliating propensities. 
The land was 
swept clean of all provisions and cattle, and the 
people had emigrated to other countries beyond 
the bounds of these ferocious plunderers. Again 
the expedition was besieged by famine and was 
reduced 
to 
great extremity. 
To satisfy the 
pinching hunger 
It 
suffered It had recourse 
to 
the 
wild 
fruits 
which 
some 
parts of 
the 
country 
furnished. 
At 
Intervals 
the 
condition 
of 
the hard-pressed 
band was 
made worse 
by the 
heartless 
desertion 
of 
some of its members, who more than once departed 
with the Doctor’s personal klt-changes of clothes 
and Unen, Ac. With more or leas mu.ortnnes con­ 
stantly dogging his footsteps, he traversed In safety 
tbe countries of the Bablsa, Bobemba, Barungu, Ba- 
uluugu and Londa. 
PBINOR CAZBMBB. 
In the country of Londa lives the famous Ca- 
zembe—made known to Europeans first by Dr, 
Lacerda, the Portuguese traveller. Cazombe is a 
most InteUigent 
prince; 
is a tall, stalwart 
man, who wears a pccuUar 
kind of dress, 
made 
of crimson 
print, 
in 
the 
form 
of 
a prodigious kUt. 
The 
mode 
of arranging 
it Is most IndloroHS. All the folds of this enormous 
kilt arc massed In front, niilch causea him to look 
as if the peculiarities of the human body were re- 
vcjsed in his case. The abdominal parts arc thus 
covered with a balloon-llke expansion of cloth, 
while the lumbar region, which Is by us Jealously 
clothed, with him la only half draped by a narrow 
curtain which by no means snfflces to ohscnre Its 
naturally fine proportions. In this State dress 
King Cazembe received Dr. 
Livingstone, sur­ 
rounded by his chlefa and body guards. A chief, 
who had been deputed by the Klug and elders to 
find out all about the white man, then stood np 
belbre the assembly and in a loud voice gave the 
result of the inquiry he had Instituted. He had 
heard the white man had 
COMB TO LOOK FOR WATKR.S, FOB RITKBa AND 8BA8. 
Though be did not nhdcrstand what the white man 
could want with such things h6 hacLnn donbt tha 
tbe object was good. Then Cazembe asked what 
the Doctor proposed doing and where he thought 
of going. The Doctor repUed that he had thought 
of going south, as he had heard of lakes and rivers 
being In that direction. Cazembe asked:— 
“Wliat can you want to go there for» The water 
Is close here. Tlicre U plenty of large water In this 
neighborhood.” 
Before breaking np the assembly Cazembe gave 
orders to let the white man go where be would 
through bis country undisturbed and unmolested. 
He was the first Englishman he had seen, he said, 
and he liked him. 
- 
A BAND OF AMAZON.S. 
Shortly after his intrwluctlon to the King the 
Queen entered the large house surronnded by a 
body guard of Amazons armed with spears. 8ne 
was a fine, tall, handsome young woman, and evl- 
dontly thought she was about to make a great Im­ 
pression upon the rustic white man, for she had 
clothed herself after a most royal fashion, and 
was armed with a ponderons spear. But her ap­ 
pearance, so different from what the Doctor had 
Imagined, caused him to laugh, which entirely 
spoiled the effect Intended, for the laugh ot the 
Doctor was so contagions that she herself was the 
first who Imitated, and the Amazons, courUer-llke, 
followed suit. 
Much disconcerted by this, tbe 
Queen ran back, followed by her obedient dam­ 
sels—a retreat most nndlgnlflcd and nnqueonllke 
compared to her majestic advent Into the Doctor’s 
presence. But Livingstone will have much to say 
about his reception at this Court and abont this In­ 
teresting King and Queen; and who can so well re­ 
late the scenes be wltnes.sed, and which belong 
exclusively to him as he hlmselt r 
FIBST GMMraXS OF TH* NIL* SKCRCT. 
Soon after his arrival In the country of Londa, or 
Liinda, and Ijcfore he had entered the district of 
Cazembe, he had crossed a river called the Cham- 
bezl, which was quite an important stream. The 
similarity of the name with tbatJarge and noble 
river south, which will be forever connected with 
bis name, misled Uvlngstone at tbat time, and he 
accordingly did not pay It the attention It deserved, 
believing that the Cbambezt was but the head­ 
waters of the Zambezi, and consequently had no 
bearing or connection with the sources of the river 
of Egypt, of which he was in search. His fault was 
in relying too implicitly upon the correctness 
of Portuguese Information. 
This 
error cost 
him many months of tedious labor ana travel. 
From tbe beginning) of 1867—the time of bis 
arrival at Cazemhe-to the middle of rfarch, IsflO— 
the time of his arrival In Ujljl—he was mostly en­ 
gaged In correcting the errors and coiTuptlons of 
the Portuguese travellera 
The Portuguese, In 
speaking of the River Chambczl, Invariably spoke 
of It as “our own Zambezi”—that Is, the Zambezi 
which flows through the Portuguese possessions of 
the Mozambique. 
“In going to Cazembls from 
Nyassa,” said they, "you will cross our own Zam- 
bezL” Such positive and reiterated Information 
Uke this not only orally, but In their books and 
maps was naturally <;onfuslng. When the Doctor 
perceived that what he saw and what they de­ 
scribed was at vartance, out of a sincere wish to be 
correct., and, lest he might have been mlsuken 
blmseli; be started to retravcl the ground he had 
travelled before; over and over again be traversed 
tbe several countries watered by the several rivers 
of the complicated water system like an uneasy 
spirit; over and over again be asicd the same 
questions from the different peoples he met until 
ho was obliged to deslat, lest they might say, “The 
man Is mad; he has got water on the brain.” 
But these travels and tedious labors of his In 
Londa and the adjacent countries have established 
beyond .loubi first, that the Chambezl U a totally 
distinct river from the Zambezi of Uie Portuguese, 
and secondly, that the Chamliezl, starting from 
about Uititude eleven dogrces south. Is none other 
than the must southerly feeder of the great Nile, 
thus giving this famous river a length of over two 
thousand six hundred miles of direct latitude, 
making It second to the Mississippi, the longest 
river in the wori4, Tbo real and truo nam« of | | m 


Zamlxa! U Dombazl. When UoLia and his Portn- 
gncse euoccBBors came to Cazembe, crossed the 
CUambezl and beard ito name, they very natnrallg 
set It down as “our own Zambezi.” and withoot 
further Inquiry sketched It as running in that dlreo- 
tlon. 
LIRMIA A SriT* or TAMGANTIIA. 
During his researchestí that region, A pregnaat 
in discoveries, Livingstone came to a lake lying 
northeast of Cazembe, wliloh the natives oaUMI 
IJemba, from the country of that name, which 
bordered U on the east aud soUtlw u tracing thn 
lake DO' th he found It to l>e none other than tha 
Tanganyika, or the southeastern extremity of It, 
which looks on the Doctor’s map very much Uke tm 
outline of Italy. The latitude of the souihornend 
of this great body of water Is about nine degree* 
south, which gives It thus a length, from north to 
south, of 360 geographical mUea. 
TUB LUAPULA. 
From tbe aonthcrn extremity of the Tanganylkli 
he crossed Marungu and came In sight of lAko 
Moero. 
Tracing this lake, which U about sixty 
miles in length, to Its southern bead, he found a 
river called the Luapula entering It from that di­ 
rection. Following the Luapula south he found It 
issue from the large lake of Bangwcolo, which Is 
os largo in superficial area as the Tanganyika. In

Again he returned 
to Cazembls, well satisfied that the river running 
north through three degrees of latitude could not 
be the river running south under the name of tha 
Zambezi, though there might be a remarkable ra- 
semblaoco In their names. 
HOHAMMKD BBN SALIH. 
At Cazembls he found an old whlte-beardod half- 
caste named Mohammed ben Salih, who was kept 
as a kind of prisoner at large by the King oeoansa 
of certain suspicious circumstances attending his 
advent and 
stay In 
his 
country. 
Throngh 
Livingstone’s 
Influence 
Mohammed 
bea 
Ballh 
obtained 
hla 
release. 
On 
the 
road to UJUI he had bitter'cause to regret bavlDg 
exerted blmself In the balf-oaste’s behalf. 
He 
turned out to bo a most ungrateful wretch, who 
poisoned tho minds of the Doctor’s few followera 
and Ingratiated himself In their Ilivor by aelllng 
tho favors of his concubines to them, thus reducing 
them to a kind of bondage under him. Prom the 
day ho had the vile old man In his company mani­ 
fold and bitter misfortunes followed the Doctor up 
to his arrival In DJUl, In March, 1860. 
HR WBITKS TO CIVILIZATION. 
Prom the date of his arrival until tho end «1 
Juno (1860) he remained in UjUl, whence ho dated 
those letters which, though tbe outside world stiU 
doubted his being aUve, satisfied the minds of the 
Royal Geographical people and his Intimate frlenda 
that he wos alive, and Musa’s tale an ingenious bnt 
false fabrication of a cowardly deserter. It was 
during this time that the thought occurred to him 
of sailing around the Lake Tanganyika, bnt tho 
Arabs and natives wore so bent upon fleecing Ifim 
that, had he undertaken It the remainder of his 
goods would not have enabled him to explore tho 
central line of drainage, tbe initial point of 
which he fonnd far south of Cazembifi, In about 
latRude 11 degrees, in the river Chambezl. In tho 
days when'tired Captain Barton was resting ta 
DJiJi, after his march from the coast near Zanzibar, 
the land to which Livingstone, on his d^parturo 
from UJUI, bent taU steps, was unknown to tho 
Arabs save by vogne report. Measrs. Burton and 
Speke never heard of it, it seema tS)pckc, who was 
the geographer of Barton’s expedition, heard of a 
place called Cniwa, which be placed on ills map ac­ 
cording to the goneral direction indicated by tho 
Arabs; but the most enterprising of the Arabs, la 
their search alter Ivory, only touched the fronttera 
of Rua, as the natives and Livingstone call It; for 
Rua U an Immense country, with a length of six 
degrees of latitude and as yet an undefined breadth 
from coat to west. 
HK STARTS PHOM UJIJI AGAIN. 
At tbe end of June, 1869, Livingstone took «HUMO 
at UJUI and crossed over to Uguhha, on tho western 
shore, for his last and greatest scries of explora­ 
tions, the results of which was tho discovery of a 
series of lakes of great magnitude connected to- 
gethcr by a Urge river called by different names as 
It left one lake to flow to another. From the port 
of Uguhha he set off In company with a body of 
traders. In an almost direct westerly courie, 
throngh the lake country of Uguhha. Fifteen daya 
march brought them to Bambarre, the first import­ 
ant ivory depot in Manyema, or, as the nattved 
pronounce it, Mannyema. 
AT BAMBARB*. 
Tor 
nearly eU 
months 
he was 
detained 
at Bambarre 
from ulcere In the feet, wlU 
copious discharges of bloody Ichor oozing from tho 
sores as soon as he eet taU feet on the groond. 
When well, he set off In a northerly direction, and, 
after several days, came to a broad, UcnstrUw 
river, called the Lualaba, flowing northward and 
westward, and, in some places southward. In • 
most confusing way. The,river was from one to 
three miles broad. 
By exceeding pertinacity be 
contrived to follow Its erratic course until ho saw 
the Lualaba enter tho narrow bat lengthy Lake of 
Kamolondo, in abont latitude 6 deg. 30 mln. south. 
Retracing It south he came to tbe point where be 
had seen tbe Luapula enter Lake Moero. 
THE SCENERY OF LAKB MOERO. 
One flecis quite enthusiastic when listening th 
Livingstone’s description of the beauties of Moero 
scenery. Pent In on all sides by high mountalne 
clothed to their tips with the richest vege­ 
tation of the tropics, Moero 
discharges Ito 
snperfluons waters through a 
deep rent im 
the bosom of tho mountains. 
The Impetaonq 
and 
grand nver roars throngh 
the 
chaam 
with the thunder of a cataract; but soon after leav­ 
ing Its confined and deep bed It expanda intotiw 
calm and broad LnaUba—expanding over miles of 
ground, making great bends west and south, 
west, 
then, 
curving 
northward, 
enter* 
Kamalordo. 
By the natives It Is called tho 
Lnalaba, but the Doctor, In' order to distinguish l« 
from other rivers of the same name, has given It 
the name of Webb’s River, after Mr. Webb, tho 
wealthy proprietor of Newstead Abbey, whom th« 
Doctor distinguishes as one of bis oldest and moot 
consUtent friends. Away to the southwest tram 
Kamolondo Is another large lake, which dlschargo* 
lu waters by the Important river Lockl, or Lo> 
mnmi. Into the great Lualaba. To this lake, known 
as Chcbungo by the natives. Dr. Livingstone haa 
given the name of Lincoln, to be hereafter dto- 
tlngulsbed on maps and In books as lAke Lincoln, 
IN MEMORY OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN, 
onr murdered President This was done from th« 
vivid Impression produced on his mind by heartng 
a portion of his inauguration speech read from aa 
pnellsh pulpit, which related to the causes tbat m- 
dnced him to issue his emancipation proclamatioi^ 
by which memorable deed 4,000,000 of slaves weiw 
forever freed. To the memory of tho man whosa 
labors In behalf of the negro race deserved tha 
commendation of all good men Livingstone has 
contributed a monument more durable than brass 
or stone. 
Entering Webb’s River from the sonth-sonthweft, 
a little north of Kamolondo, la a large river called 
tbe Luflra, but the streams that discharge thes- 
selvcs from the watershed Into the Lnalaba are 
numerous that the Doctor’s map wonld not con­ 
tain them, so he has left all out except the moM 
important. Contlnnlng his way north, tracing tito 
Lualaba through Its manifold and crooked cnrrssi 
as far as latitude four degrees south, he came t» 
another large lake called the Unknown r.ake;b«K 
here yon may come to a dead half, and reito It 
thns;—• • • • • * Here was the fiirtherimm* 
point. From here he w a s compelled to retara om 
the weary road to UJUI, a distance of 600 mllefc 
HOW TO MAP IT OCT. 
In thl.s brief sketch of Doctor Livingstone’s won. 
dcrfnl travels It Is to be hoped that the most super­ 
ficial reader, as well as the student of geography, 
comprehends this grand eystcm of lakes connected 
together by Webb’s River. To assist him, let him 
procure a map of Africa, by Keith Jobnston, em­ 
bracing the latest discoveries. Two degrees sontb 
of the Tanganyika, and two degrees west, let him 
draw the outlines of a Uke, Its greatest length 
from cast to west, and let him call It Bangwcolo. 
M d«gr«e or (hereabout to the aorthwcet lei Mm 
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gketob tha ontllncB or unotlicr bat smpJlar laHe and l 
eoUltSfoero; a degree again nortli of Mocro an- ' 
•therlake of Blmilar size, and call it Kamolundo, 
•Bd BtUl a degree north of Kamolondo another 
lake, large and as yet underflned UmltB, which, In 
the abeence of any specldc term, we will oaU the 
Vamelesa Lake. Then let him connect these scTeral 
lakes by a river called after different names. Thus, 
ttw main feeder of Bangweole, the Chambezl; the 
flTer which issues out of Bangweolo and runs Into 
«oero, the LuapuU; the river connecting Moero 
wlthKamolondo, Webb’s River; that which runs 
fromKamoloado into the Nameless Lake north­ 
ward, the Lualabar; and let him write in bold let­ 
ters over the rivers Ohambezi, Luapula, Webb’s 
Biver and the Lualaba the “Nile,” for these are all 
aae and the same river. Again, west of Moero 
Lake, about one degree or thereabouts, another 
large lake may be placed on his map, with a river 
rannlng diagonally across to meet the Lualaba 
north of Lake Kamolondo. 
This new lake is 
Lake Lincoln, and the river Is the Lomaml River, 
the connnence of which with the Lualaba la be­ 
tween Kamolondo and the Nameless Lake. Taken 
altogether, the reader may be said to have a very 
fair Idea of what Doctor Uvlngstone has been doing 
these long yemrs, and what additions he has made 
to the study of African geography. 
That this 
rtver, distinguished under several tlUes, flowing 
mom one lake into another In a northerly dlrecUon, 
wMb idl Its great crooked bends and BlnuoslUes, Is 
THI MILB, TUn nUE NILE, 
«M Doctor has not tne least doubt. For a long 
lime he did doubt, because of Its deep bends ana 
eurves—west, and southwest even—but having 
traoed It from Its headwaters, the Chambezl, 
through seven degrees of laUtude—that Is, from 
latttade eleven degrees south to a UtUe north of 
latitude four degrees south—he has been compelled 
to come to the conclusion that It can be no other 
river than the Nile. Ue had thought it was the 
Congo, but be has discovered the sources of the 
Congo to be the Kasai and the Quango, two rivers 
which rise on the western side of the Nile water­ 
shed in about the latttade of Bangweolo; and he was 
told of another river called the Lubllash, which rose 
from the north and ran west. 
But the Lualaba 
the Doctor thinks cannot be the Congo, from its 
freatsize and body and from its steady and con- 
tlnaal flow northward through a broad and exten­ 
sive valley, bounded by enormous mountains, 
westerly and easterly. 
The altitude of the most 
northerly point to which the Doctor traced the 
wonderful river was a little over two thousand feet, 
so that though Baker maxes out his lake to bo 2,700 
feet above the sea, yet the Bahr Ohazal, through 
which Pethorlck’s branch of the White Nile Issues 
Into the Nile, Is only a little over two thousand feet, 
in which case there is a possibility that the Lualaba 
SMiy be none other than Petherlck’s branch. It Is 
well known that trading stations for Ivory have 
been established for about flve hundred miles up 
Petherlck’s branch. We must remember this fact 
when told that Gondokoro, In latitude four de­ 
grees north, is 2,000 feet above the sea, and latitude 
lour degrees south, where the Doctor was halted, 
Is only a little over 2,000 feet above the sea. 1 hat 
two rivers, said to be 2,000 feet above the sea, 
Kparated from each other by eight degrees of lati­ 
tude, are the same stream may, among some men, 
be regarded as a startling statement. Bat we 
most restrain mere expressions of surprise and 
take Into consideration that this mighty and broad

Webb’a River, or the Lnalaba, from Bangweolo Is 
alaenatrine river, expanding from one to three 
milee In breadth. At intervale it fbnna extensive 
lakes, then oontraoting Into a broad river It again 
ftmns a lake, and so on to latitude four degrees 
north, and beyond tbU point the Doctor heard of a 
large lake again north. Now, fbr the sake of argu­ 
ment, suppose we give this nameless lake a length 
of flour 
degrees 
of 
latitude, 
as 
It 
may 
be the one discovered by Piaggla, the Italian trav­ 
eller, from which Petherlck’s branch of the White 
Nile iaaues out through reeds, marshes and the 
Babr Ohazal into the White NUe south of Gondo- 
feora By this method wo can suppose the rivers 
one—for tne lakes extending over so many degrees 
af latitude would obviate tbe neoesstty of explain­ 
ing the differences of altitude that mnst naturally 
exist between tbe points of a river eight degrees 
of latitude apart. Also, that Livingstone’s instru­ 
ments for observation and taking alUtnde may have 
been m error, and this is very Ukely to have been 
the eaee, subjected ss they have been to rough 
handling daring nearly six years of travel. 


THE WATERSHED 
Despite the apparent difficulty about the altltnde, 
there Is another strong reason for believing Webb’s 
River,or the Lnalaba, tobe the NUe. The water­ 
shed of this river, 600 miles of which UvingBtoao 
haa traveUed, is drained by a valley which Ues 
north and south 
between the eastern and 
western ranges of the watershed. This valley or 
l^ e of ¿rfUnage, wbUe 
not receive the 
‘fcasai and the Quango, receives rivers flowing from 
n great distance west—for instance, the im porunt 
M butaries Lnflra and Lomaml, and large rivers 
from the east, such as the Llndi and Loamo; 
and whUe the most intelligent Portuguese traveUcrs 
and traders state that the Kasai, the Quango and 
LubUash are the head waters of the Congo river, 
no one as yet has started the supposition that the 
grand river flowing north, and known to the 
naUves as the Lualaba, was the Congo. If this river 
la not the Nile where, then, are the heed waters of 
the Nile? The smaU river running out of the Vic­ 
toria Nyanaa and the river flowing out of the liltlo 
Lake Albert have not sufficient water to form the 
great river of Egypt. As you glide down the NUe 
and note the Asna, the Ueraffe, the Sobat, the Blue 
Mile and Atbara, and follow the river down to 
■gypt, im n n o t fall to impress you that 


( 
IT RSQÜIBES MANY MORE STREAMS, 
or one large nvcr, larger than all yet discovered, 
to influence its Inundations and replace the waste 
of its flow through a thousand miles of desert. 
Perhaps a more critical survey of the Bahr Ghazal 
would prove that the Nile is influenced by tbe 
waters that pour throngh “the small piece of 
water resembling a duck pond burled In a sea of 
nubes,” as Speke describes the Bahr Ghazal. 
LlTingstone’s discovery answers the question and 
ntlsfles the intelligent hundreds, who, though 
Bruce and Speke and Baker, each in his turn hud 
decured he bad found the Nile, the only and true 
NUe sonroes, yet doubted and hesitated to accept 
the enthusiastic asscrUons as a flnal solution of the 
NUe problem. Even yet, according to Uvlngstone, 
the Nile sources have not been found; thougb he 
tans traced the Lualaba through seven degrees of 
UUtode flowing north, and though neither he uor 
I have a particle of doubt of Its being the NUe, 
not yet can the Nile question be said to be resolved 
and ended. 
YET CNSOLVBU 
«DT three reasons- 
N trst-H e has hesrd of the existence of four foun­ 
tains, two of which give birth to a river flowing 
north-W ebb’s River, or the Lnalaba; two to a liver 
flowing south, which U the Zambezi. He has heard 
of these fountains repeatedly from the natives. 
Beveral times he has been within one hundred and 
two hundred mUes from them, but something 
always interposed to prevent him going to see 
them. According to those who have seen them, 
they rise on either side of a mound or hill which 
eontalns no stones, some have even called It an 
ant hllL One of these fonntaius Is said to be so 
Urge that a man standing on one side cannot be 
seen from the other. These fountains mnst be dls- 
eovered, and their position taken. The Doctor does 
not suppose them to Ue south of the feeders of Lake 
Bangweolo. 
aeamd-W ebb’s River mnst be traced to Its con­ 
nection with some portion of the old Nile. 
Thfrtl—The connection between the Tanganyika 
and the AUtcrt Nyanzamnst be aaccrtained. 
When these three things have been accompltohed, 
then, and not till tben, can the mystery of the Nile 
be explained. The two countries throngh which 
thU marvellous lacustrine river-the Lualaba— j 
I with lu hUfiiioid lakes and broad expanses 1 


of water, are R ua-the Uruwa of Speke-and Many- 
em;i. For the flrst time Europe Is made aware that 
between the Tanganyika and the known sourcen of 
the Congo there extet teeming mllUonB of the ne­ 
gro raoe who 
METER Sa w o r h e a r d o f t h e w h it e p b o p l e b 
who make such noisy and busy sUr outside of Af­ 
rica. Upon tne minds of those who bad the good 
fortune to see the first specimen of these remark, 
able white races Uvlngstone seems to have made a 
Uvorable tmprcMiion, though, throngh misunder­ 
standing hU object and coupUng him with the 
Arabs who make horrible work there, bis life baa 
been sought after more than onee. 
These two extensive countries, Rua and Manyema, 
are popuUted by true heathens—governed not as 
the sovereignties of Kuragwah Wumrtl and Uganda 
by despotic kings, but each village by Its own sul­ 
tan 
or lord. 
Thirty miles 
outside of their 
own Immediate settlemenM the most intelligent 
of those small chiefs seem to know nothing. Thirty 
miles from the Lnalaba there were bat few people 
who had ever beard of the great river. Such 
Ignorance among the natives of their own conn- 
trle^ of course. Increased the labors of Uvlngstone. 
Compared wltb these oU tribes and naUons In 
Africa with whom Uvlngstone came In contact 
may be deemed clvilUed. Yet In the arts of home 
manufacture these wild people of Manyema are far 
superior to any he had seen. 
When other tribes 
and nations contented themselves with hides and 
skins of animals thrown negligently over their 
shoulders the people of Manyema manufaotured 


A OaOTH FROM FINK OBASS 
which may fovoraUy compare with the finest 
grass cloth of India. They also know the art of dye­ 
ing them In various colors—black, yellow and pur­ 
ple. 
The Wanguana or freed men of Zanzibar, 
struck with the beauty of this fine grass fabric, 
eagerly excbango their cotton cloths for fine 
gross cloth, and on almost every black man re­ 
turned from Manyema I have seen this native cloth 
converted Into elegantly made OttwUni (Arabic) — 
short Jackets. 


t h e iv o r y RIT8H TO MANYEMA. 
These countries are also very rich In Ivory. The 
fever for going to Manyema to exchange their 
tawdry beads for the precious tusks of Manyema 
is of the same kind as that which impelled men to 
the gulches and piacers of California, Colorado, 
Montana 
and 
Idaho; 
after 
nuggets 
to 
Australia, 
and 
diamonds 
to 
Cape 
CoL 
ony. 
Manyema 
is 
at 
present 
the El Do­ 
rado of the Arabs and the Wamrlma tribes. 
It Is only about four years since the flrst Arab re­ 
turned from Manyema with such wealth of Ivory 
and reports about the fabulous quantities found 
there that ever since the old beaten tracks of 
Karagwab, Uganda, Uflpa and Marungu bave been 
comparatively deserted. The people of Manyema, 
ignorant of the valuo of the precious article, reared 
their hnfs upon Ivory stanchions. Ivory pillars 
and doors were common sights in Manyema, and 
hearing of these one can no longer wonder at the 
Ivory 
palace 
of Bolomon. 
For 
generations 
they 
had 
used 
ivory 
tusks 
as 
doorposts 
and 
eave 
stanchions, until 
they 
had 
be­ 
come perfectly rotten and worthless. 
But the 
advent of the Arabs soon taught them the value of 
the article. It haa now risen considerably in price, 
though yet fabulously cheap. At Zanzibar the 
value of ivory per frarsllah of thlrty-flve pounds 
weight is from fifty dollars to sUty dollars, accord­ 
ing to its quality. In Dnyanyembe It Is about one 
dollar and ten cents per pound; bat In Manyema it 
may be purchased for from half a cent to one and a 
quarter cent’s worth of copper per pound of ivory. 


THE UOBTNllVO SVAREB8. 
The Arabs, however, have the knack of spoiling 
m arkets by their r^a c lty and wanton cruelty. 
With muskets a small party of Andis are Invincible 
against such people as tbose of Manyema, who 
nntQ 
lately 
never 
heard 
Um 
sonad of • 
gun. The report of a mnsket Inspires mortal terror 
in them, and it is almost Impossible to indnce them 
to face tbe muzzle of a gun. They believe that the 
Arabs have stolen the lightning, and that against 
snch people the bow and arrow eaa have bntuttle 
effect. They are by no means devoid of courage, 
and they have often declared that were it not for 
the guns not one Arab would leave the country 
alive, which tends to prove that they would will­ 
ingly engage In flght with the strangers, who have 
made themselves so detestable, were it not that 
the startling explosion of gunpowder inspires them 
wltb such terror. 
THE SLAVE TRADE. 
Into whichever country the Arabs enter they con­ 
trive to render their name and race abominated. 
But the mainspring of it all is not the Arab’s na­ 
ture, color or name, but simply the slave trade. 
So long as the slave trade Is permitted to be kept 
up at Zanzibar so long will these otherwise enter­ 
prising people, the Arabs, kindle against them 
throughout Africa the hatred of the natives. On 
the main lines of travel from Zanzibar into the in­ 
terior of Africa none of these acts of cruelty are 
seen, for the very good reason that they have 
armed tbe natives with guns and taught them how 
to use weapons, which they are by no means loath 
to do whenever an opportunity presents Itself. 
When too late, when they have perceived their 
folly In s^lUnpf guns to the natives, tbe Arabs repent 
and begin to vow 
signal vengeance 
on the 
person who will In future sell a gun to a 
native. But they arc all guilty of the same folly, 
and it Is strange they did not perceive that it 
was folly when they were doing so. 
In former 
days the Arab, protected by ids slave escort 
armed witb gun's, could travel through Dsegubba, 
Urorl-Ukonongo, Ufllpa, Karagwab, Unyoro and 
Uganda, with only a stick In his hand; now, how­ 
ever, It is impossible for him or any one else to do 
so. Every step he takes, armed or unarmed. Is 
fraught with danger. 
Tbe Wascguhha near the 
coast halt him, and demand tbe tribute or give him 
the option of war; entering Ugogo he Is subjected 
every day to the same oppressive demand, or to the 
other feat fUl alternative. 
The WnnyamwezI also 
show their readiness to take the same advantage; 
the road to Karagwab is besieged with dimcultlca; 
the terrible Mlrambo 
stands 
in 
tbe 
way, 
defeats their combined forces with case and makes 
raids even to the doors of their houses in Unyan- 
yembe, and, nhould they succeed In passing Mlrambo, 
a chic/stands before them who demands tribute oy 
the bale, against whom It is useless to contend. 
These remarks have reference to the slave trade 
inaugnrated in Manyema by the Arabs. Harassed 
on the roud l>etween Zanzibar and Unyanycmbe, 
mlmitory natives with bloody bands on all sides 
ready to avenge the slightest affront, the Arabs 
have refrained from kidnapping between the Tanga­ 
nyika and the sea; but in Manyema, where the na­ 
tives are timid. Irresolute and divided Into small, 
weak tribes, the Arabs recover their audacity and 
exercise their Kidnapping propensities nnchecked. 
The accounU wliich the Doctor bringa from that 
new region are most deploiable. 
A BUTCHERY BY THE ARABS. 
He was an nnwllllng spectator of a horrible 
deed—a massacre committed on the Inhabitants of 
a populous district—who had assembled in the 
market place, on tbe banks of the Lnalaba, at they 
bad been accustomed to for ages. 
It seems tbe 
Wa-Manyema are very fond of marketing, beUering 
It to be the fumm ttm bonum. of human enjoyment. 
They find unceasing pleasure In chaffering with 
might and main for the least mite of their cnr- 
rency—the last bead—and when they gain the point 
to which their pccnliar talents are devoted they 
feel Intensely happy. 
The women are excessively 
fond of their marketing, and as they are very 
beantifol, the market place must possess consider­ 
able attractions for the male sex. It was on such a 
day, with Just snch a scene, that Tagomoyo, 
a 
half-caste 
Arab, 
with 
his 
armed 
slave 
escort, commenced sn indiscriminate massacre by 
firing volley after volley Into the dense mass of 
human beings. It U supposed that there were 
about two thousand present, and at the flrst sound 
of the flring these poor people all made a rush for 
their canoes. In the fearful harry to avoid being 
shot the canoes were paddled away by the flrst for­ 
tunate few who got possession of them. Tliose that 
were not so fortunate sprang Into the deep waters 
of the Lualaba, and, though many of them became 
an easy prey to the voracious crocodiles that 
swarmed to the scene, the majority recenred their 
deaths 
from 
the 
bullets 
of 
tbe 
merciless 
Tagomoyo and his vUlanous band. 
Tho Doctor 
believes, as 
do 
the Arabs 
themselves, that 
about four hundred people, mostly women and 
cMldren Jost thclf 
lives, while 
many more 


were made BUvefl. 
This scene la only one of 
many such which he has unwUUngly witnessed, and 
he is utterly unable to describe the loathing he 
feels for the inhuman perpetrators. 
THE MANYEMA WOMEN. 
Slaves from Manyema command a higher prlot 
than tnoee of any other country, because of their 
fine forms and general docility. The women, the 
Doctor says repeatedly, are remarkably pretty 
creatnrea. and have nothing except their hair In 
common with the negroids of the West Coast. They 
are of very light color, have line noses, well-cut and 
not over fUll-Ups, and a prognathous Jaw Is uncom­ 
mon. These women areeagerly sought after for wives 
by the half-castes of the East Coast, and even the 
pure Amanl Arabs do not disdain connection with 
them. To tbe north of Mauycma Uvlngstone came 
to a llght-complexloned race of the color of Porta- 
guese, or our own Louisiana quadroons, who are 
very floe people, and singularly remarkable for 
commercial “cuteness” and sagacity. The women 
are expert divers for oysters, which are lonnd 1b 
great abundance in the Lnalaba. 
(■OLD AND COPPBR. 
Rna, at a place called Katanga, Is rtch In copper. 
The copper mines of this place have been worked 
for ages. In the bed of a stream gold has been 
found washed down lu penclbshaped lumpfl, or par­ 
ticles as large as split peas. Two Arabs have gone 
thither to prospect for tnls metal, but as they are 
Ignorant of the art of gulch mining It Is Bcarcely 
possible that they will succeed. 
From these Ughly Important and Interesting dis­ 
coveries Dr. Uvlngstone was turned back when 
almost on the threshold of success by the poslUve 
refusal of his men to accompany him farther. They 
were afraid to go unless accompanied by a large 
force of men, and as these were not procnrable In 
Manyema the Doctor reluctantly turned his face 
toward UJIJI. 
A WBARY RACE TRACK. 
It was a long and weary road back. The jonmey 
had now no Interest for him. He had travelled it 
before when going westward, fall of high hopes and 
asplrauons. Impatient to reach the goal which prom­ 
ised him rest from hlsUbors; now returning nn- 
successtal, baffied and thwarted when almost in 
Bight of the end, and having to travel the same 
road back on toot, with disappointed expectations 
and defeated hopes preying on his mind, no wonder 
that the bravo old spirit almost succumbed and 
the strong constitution almost wrecked. 
He ar­ 
rived at UJIJI October 28, almost at death’s door. 
On the way he bad been trying to cheer himself up, 
since he had found it Impossible to contend against 
the obstinacy of his men, with “It won’t take long, 
five or six months more; it matters not, since It 
can’t be helped. I have got my goods In UJIJI and 
can hire other people and make a new start.” 
These are the words and hopes with which ho tried 
to delude himself into the idea that all would be 
right yet; but Imagine, If you can, the shock he 
must have suffered when he found that the man to 
whom was entrusted his goo<l8 for safe keeping 
had sold every bale for Ivory. 
THE FAITIIKIL EOLI.OWERS. 
The evening of the day Livingstone had returned 
to UJUl .Susl and Chuma, two of his most faithful 
men, were seen crying bitterly. The Doctor asked 
them what ailed them, and was then informed 
for tbe first time of the evil tidings that awaited 
him. bald they:—“All onr things are sold, sir. 
Shereef has sold everything tor Ivory.” 
SHAMELESS 8HBRREF. 
Later In the evening Shereef came to see him 
and shamelessly offered his hand, with a salutatory 
“Yambo.” Uvlngstone refused his hand, saying 
he could not shake hands with a thief. As an ex­ 
cuse phereefaaid he had divined on the Koran 
and that had told him the Hakim (Arabic for 
Doctor) waa dead. 
Uvlngstone waa now des­ 
m ate. He had jnat enough to keep him and 
bis men aRve tor about 
month, after which he 
would be forced to beg from the Aretoe. He had 
arrived in Ujyi October 26. The H e r a l d Expedition 
arrived November 10 from the coast-only sixteen 
days difference. Had I not been delayed atCnyan- 
yembe by the war with Mlrambo I should have gone 
on to Manyema, and very likely have been travel­ 
ling by one road, while he would have been coming 
by another to UJIJI. Had I gone on two years ago, 
when I first received the instractlous, I should 
have lost him without doubt. But I am detained 
by a series of clrcumsMnccs, which chafed and 
fretted me considerably at the time, only to permit 
him to reach UJlJl sixteen days before I appeared, 
it was as If we were marching to meet together at 
an appointed rendezvous—tbe one from the west, 
the other from the east. 
The Doctor had heard of a white man being at 
Unyanyembe, who was said to have boats with 
him, and he had thought he was another traveller 
scut by tho French government to replace Lieu­ 
tenant Le Salute, who died from fever a few miles 
above Gondokoro. I had not written to him be­ 
cause 1 believed him to be dead, and of course my 
sudden entrance Into UJiJl was as great a surprise 
to him as It was to the Aralis. But the sight of the 
American flag, which he saw waving in tbe van of 
tbe expedition, indicated that one was coming who 
could speak his own language, and yon know 
already bow tbe leader wa» received. 


DOINGS OF DETECTIVES. 


A Poor Oerm an F alsely Accused o f F la y ­ 
in g “ D c tc c tlT C ’’—Judge Hogan’s In dig­ 
nation. 
Leopold Heyman, a mbUlle-aged German, was ar­ 
raigned before Justice Hogan yesterday on a charge 
of obtaining $25 from Isaac Levy by falsely person­ 
ating a detective officer. In hts affidavit Mr. Lcvl 
swore that Heyman had represented himseir as a 
detective belonging to an uptown precinct, and 
stated that he could give him Information In regard 
to Ids wife’s whereabouts if be would give blm $25. 
The counsel who appeared for the defence de­ 
manded an examination, and elicited some extra­ 
ordinary facts, which go far to show how headquar­ 
ter detectives “work np” cases. 
Mr. Levi stated in snbstance that he came to this 
conntry about flvo years ago, in company with Iley- 
miiu, bad married his wife's sister, and In fact waa 
on most Intimate terms with him ever since. On 
the 17th of May last, his (Levi’s) wife eloped with a 
man named Brown. Heyman interested himself 
very much In the matter, and inserted an adver- 
tlscment in the Staau zeitung at his own expense, 
with a view to learn the address of the fugitive 
wife. Since the disappearance of his wife. Levi fre­ 
quently said that he would be willing to spend $25 
or $50 to get her back. Heyman during this period 
never represented himself as a detective. 
At this point Detective Heidelberg, of the Cen­ 
tral Office, Interrupted the narrative and said that 
he had asoertalncd that Heyman had stated to Ix-vl 
that he wanted $2.5 for a detective named Thomp­ 
son, who would communicate Mrs. Levi’s address 
to her husband. He (Heidelberg) told Levi to mark 
the money and give It to Heyman on Tuesday nignt. 
Immediately afterwards he arrested the pHsoner, 
who said be had gone tiy the name of Thompson in 
the German army, and acknowtedged that he had 
written several letters to Levi, signed “Thomp­ 
son,” relative to Mrs. Levi. “And If this isn’t a 
swindle,” concluded the detective, “I don’t know 
what Is. 
Judge Hogan—It is my bnslness, not yours, to 
_eclde the question of guilt, and you ouUtep the 
bounds by speaking In that strain. Your version 
or this strange case dtlfers altogether from IjCvI's 
sworn statement, and la evidently the lonndntion 
of the toUliy Inaccurate account which I read !u a 
mnmlng paper. According to your own confession 
you iuduced Levi to part with Ids money. 
Counsel lor Prisoner-Your Honor, there Is not a 
particle of evidence to prove that my client made 
any false representations to obtain tbe $26 from 
Levi. He worked hard for three months and 
earned the money flvo times over. The case is 
merely Instigated by the spite of the detectives, 
who cannot boar to see private citizens do their 
work. I therefore request tbe discharge of my 
client. 
Judge Hogan (Indignantly tearing up the affida­ 
vits)—The prisoner Is discharged.

PROCLAMATION OP THE PRESIDE1\IT PRO TEM. 


Mex ic o, August 1, 1872. 
The President of the Republio, Benito Jnaroz, as 
you were <luly notified, died at half past eleven 
o’clock, on the night of the 18th of July, after a 
brief lUness, from a nervous aflhction of the heart. 
Although for some days somewhat Indisposed, he 
occupied himself, as usual, with his duties at the 
palace up to the day of the 17th, when, feeling more 
unwell than usual, he confined himself to his room, 
but not to hla bed. On the morning of that day the 
editor of tho Diario QficUa, as waa hla dally cus­ 
tom, whllo reading the most notable occurrences 
from bis periodical, remarked that the President 
arose suddenly fiom his chair, and, putting his 
hand to his head, walked rapidly across the room 
several times, as if In sudden and great pain. Hus- 
pending his reading, he inquired If he was suffer­ 
ing. “I am well,” he replied; “you can continue.” 
A few moments later, however, he again arose, 
and, begging the editor to desist from his reading, 
resumed his rapid walking np and down the apart­ 
ment, ordering at the same time Ids coffee to be 
brought, which he drank very quietly. These, how­ 
ever, were supposed to be tbe flrst moments of his 
serious and total Illness. He spoke little of his 
sufferings to those of his more Intimate friends 
admitted to his room during the day, but talked 
with much zest upon both tho political and social 
topics of the day with which he was most occupied. 
In the afternoon, with his family, he took his cus­ 
tomary rldo on the Pasco, giving chcerfnl greet­ 
ing to the nnmerous friends he there encoun­ 
tered; and 
later, 
tor 
from considering his 
Indisposition a serious one, when his tomlly 
bade 
him 
a 
good 
night 
for a visit 
to 
the theatre, they left 
him 
good 
humoredly 
chatting with bis friends. At a little past ten 
o’clock he retired, but could not sleep, and spent 
the night In a great deal of suffering, but not allow­ 
ing tbe tomlly to be disturbed. On the morning of 
the 18th he arose os usual, expressing annoyance 
at not being able to attend to his dnUes in the pal­ 
ace, and to the anxJona Inquiries of his tomlly and 
friends he simply replied that he was feeling Ured 
with not being able to rest weU. He speni; the day 
between sitting and lying, bat snffering at times ex­ 
treme pain. In the afternoon he conversed freely 
with one of his Cabinet Ministers and General Ala- 
torre upon political and social topics, but from time 
to time would complain of oppression about the 
heart and shortness of breath. 
BZaiNNINO OF THE END. 
About seven o’clock In the evening his son-ln- 
law, Mr. Santacllla, communicated to him the in­ 
formation received by telegram from Vera Oruz, 
announcing that the American steamer had post­ 
poned her sailing for one day and would not leave 
uuUl the IBth. “I am very glad,” was the Presl- 
Bldent’s reply, “as she can now carry the news of 
the retaking of Monterey.” 
Prom this time he 
commenced sinking very rapidly, and It became 
evident to all that his Ufe was almost spent; but, 
even In these last moments, passed alternately be­ 
tween extreme pain and unconsciousness, we have 
lUnstrated the untiring zeal and unconquerable 
energy of the man. 
Arousing from a state of syncope, he recognized 
at his side Seflor Mejia, his Minister of War, and 
said, “How do you 7 Have you received any tele- 
grapldc new s»” 
“No,” replied his sorrowing and anxious Minis­ 
ter; “nothing new. How are you feeling V” 
“Better, thank you,” was the reply; “there may 
be something of Importance; return at once to your 
office.” 
At ten o’clock bis life seemed so near Us close 
that his Cabinet Ministers were summoned, some 
of whom had not even been made aware of bis in­ 
disposition, and arrived only to witness with con­ 
sternation his moments of dissolution. 
A PEACEFUL DEATH. 
A little before bis death all suffering seemed to 
have ceased, and he sat up In bis bed perfectly 
tranqnU and apparently unconscious of his fast- 
approaching end. Laying himself 
down once 
more, he rested his head upon hla hand and drew 
his last expiring breath as peacefuUy as if tolling 
to sleep, without struggle or motion. 
INSTALLING LERDO DB TEJEDA. 
Señor Sebastian Lerdo de Tejada, President of 
tho Supreme Court of Justice, was at once notified, 
and Immediately repaired to the Palace, where, at 
an early hoar on the morning of the loth, in the 
solemn presence of tbe dead President, his Cabinet 
Ministers, his physicians and notaries, the cere­ 
mony of introducing to the Executive chair tbe 
Chief Justice, In conformity to the federal consti- 
tntlon, was enacted; flrst, by the certificate of the 
physicians, testified to by the notaries, as to the 
natural death of the President, And, second, by the 
administration of the oath of office to Señor Lerdo, 
all of which was performed In legal form, incom­ 
pliance with the provisions of article 1 of the law 
of the 29th of February, 1836. 
THE CHAMBER OP DEATH. 
The body of President Juarez, embalmed and 
richly attired In black, was laid in state In the 
Grande Salon de Embasadors of tho palace, tho 
same sala which, 
less than two years since, 
witnessed so different a scene in the banquet given 
to our distinguished statesman, 
Hon. 
W. 
H. 
Seward, by the officers of the government, pre­ 
sided over by the President of the Republic. The 
walls were entirely covered with heavy black cloth, 
and the large paintings of the former Presidents 
and niastrious men, among them our own beloved 
Washington, looked down upon 
tho mournftii 
scene through heavy folds of crape; the samt- sable 
decorations draped the multitude of chandeliers 
and pedestals ornamenting the immense saloon, 
near the head of which was placed the richly 
draped catafalco on which rested all that re­ 
mained of the late President of the Republic. 
THE FUNERAL DAT. 
Thousands of people were In continual attend­ 
ance, all eager to view once more the featnrcs of 
the great chief and patriot, until the day of the 23d, 
when tbe solemnities of tbe Interment in the “Pan­ 
teón of San Fernando” were enacted. The proces­ 
sion was a long and exceedingly Impressive one, 
and, together with tbe multitude of people bronght 
together by the sad event from all tho surrounding 
country, formed sucn a concourse of people as the 
capital has hardly ever before witnessed. 
The 
houses and balconies upon the principal streets 
through which the procession passed were decked 
with nags, with foneral decorations, and draped In 
emblems of mourning. 
AN IMPOSING PROCESSION. 
The procession was headed by a sqnartron of 
scouts of tbe Uecoud corps of cavalry, dressed In new 
uniforms and mounted on niagnlflcent black horses. 
Then followed the scholars of the municipal schoolB 
and the boys from tbe chariUble institutions. Im­ 
mediately behind waa displayed a white banner, 
surmounted by an eagle of ebony, adorned with 
black crape, aud had 
ho Great Circle of the Work- 


thc Department of Public Works, of Congress, of the 
Tax otnccH, of the city government, and of the 
national "pawn shop.” 
Then came a group of 
Masons, the Medical Corps, the employes of the 
Custom House, of the Healed Paper offices and

ral district, the neighboring prefects, officers of

Before discussing the various theories to 
which these discoveries have given rise outside 
of Africa we will turn for an instant to the dis­ 
coverer himself. The achievemonts in the 
cause of science, humanity and the Gospel, 
which will make the name of Dr. David Liv­ 
ingstone forever famous among men, have 
been told to the world; but while they 
call 
forth 
high 
admiration 
and 
sin­ 
cere sympathy, those most impressed by 
the 
recital will 
ask 
for 
further light 
upon the steadfest man who wrought and suf­ 
fered in patience and trust for the good of 
mankind. Such a picture is given in our cor­ 
respondent's letter. 
Perusing it we see the 
cmde outlines of the popular, vague, uncouth 
idea of the man vanish, and in their stead 
appear the fall, tenderly-toned figure of the 
missionary and explorer. In his cheerfulness 
and patience we see the moral strength 
which sustained 
him under 
all 
vicis­ 
situdes; in 
his introspective power the 
charm which made long isolation bear­ 
able, the desert populous and the fax off 
near; in his unobtrusive soulful piety, the 
true qualities of the harbinger of God's word 
to the heathen. ‘ The world will rejoice at this 
mental beauty of the man whom it wishes to 
honor, and the story of hia trials will receive a 
mellowed light from them. The portrait of a 
great war captain in the fioshed moment of 
triumphal entry to the capital of his land may 
dazzle the eye in its glare and pomp and 
awaken feverish ideas of feme in its suggestion 
of power and genius, but for absorbing inter­ 
est it cannot compare with a picture of the 
conqueror grimed with the dust and smoke of 
battle as he rests from victory at Qvening for 
an hour before flinging himself once more 
upon the harried and broken enemy. Of ten­ 
fold greater value to humanity is the peaceful 
conqueror of the wild, such as Livingstone, 
and of a hundred-fold greater interest is this 
presentment of the weary traveller resting 
awhile from his labors than in the midst of the 
highest honors he can attain. It blasts the 
breath of slander which pained the world, 
although it could not even reach its object 
It withers the sneer of false friend and heart­ 
less cynic alike, and gives ns our hero after 
the very model his most ardent well-wishers 
could desire. 
Happy it is for Dr. Livingstone that he can­ 
not, amid his continued searchings for the 
connecting link between the Lualaba and the 
Nile, be worried with the long discussion 
which excites the attention of geographers 
over the value of what he has already placed 
firmly on the map. 
The “aching void” on 
the map of Africa, west of Lake Tanganyika, 
and extending 
north 
and 
south 
from 
degrees north of the Equator down 
to the Portuguese Zambezi, has only been 
filled up in part, and over the “ unexplored 
region" the geographers are wrangling. Nu. 
merous theories have been advanced dissent­ 
ing from Livingstone’s own conviction that 
the Lnalaba is the Nile, Tho van of doubt­ 
ers was led by the President of tho English 
Royal Geographical Society, 
Sir 
H. C. 
Bawlinson, who at first declared the Doc­ 
tor’s great river to be the upper portion 
of the Congo. It is worth while remark­ 
ing that- this vras Dr. Livingstone’s fir t 
idea when he had proved that the Chambezi 
was not the Portuguese river resembling 
it in name, and that the river flowing out of 
Lake Bangweolo took a northerly course in 
the centre of a great valley. On further read­ 
ing, however, Sir Henry adopted the opinion 
of the Lnalaba being the Nile, but dissented 
and still dissents from the explorer’s theory 
of its line of connection with that river. We 
may here say that onr own first opinion of the 
course of the Lualaba to the Nile was the 
same as that subsequently, but equivocally, 
adopted 
by 
the 
Geographical 
Society’s 
President—namely, 
that 
it 
flowed into 
Sir Charles Baker’s lake, the Albert Nyanza. 
Doctor Livingstone’s words addressed to the 
H erald, on the matter of the direction of the 
great river he had followed, are—“and at 
last found the mighty river hod left its west­ 
ing and flowed right away to the north.’’ 
Continuing in this line, he argues, it must 
inevitably connect with the Bahr el Gazahl— 
Petherick’s branch of the White Nile-through 
Ihe lake which the Italian traveller, Doctor 
Piaggia, found at its sonthem extremity. Sir 
Henry disputes this theory on the ground that 
the sources of the Bahr el Gazahl wore 
traced by the 
German explorer, Doctor 
SchweinfuFth, to monntains very little south 
of the latitude of Gondokoro. 
Dr. Charles 
Beke, an eminent African authority, comes in 
with an argument against Livingstone’s theory 
of much greater weight. 
He stetes that a 
river called the Uelle, discovered by Dr. 
Schweinfiurtb, rising in the mountains west of 
Lake Albert Nyanza, takes a westerly course, 
which, if it be the same river as the Shary. 
heard of by Dr. Barth, would meet the Lnalaba 
in its northerly course, and of necessity carry 
it into Lake Chad, and the theory of 
the great Central African Nile Valley along 
with it, 
SUtedinDr. Beke’s words It reads 
thus;—“It inevitably follows that unless the 
Lualaba takes a decided turn either to the 
east or to the west from its course * right away 
to the nsrth’ within those three hundred miles, 
it cannot avoid joining the 8hary, and through 
this river falling into Lake Chad. It appears 
to me to be utterly impossible to gainsay this. 
Still I believe, for my own part, that my good 
friend Dr. Livingstone is mistaken in his idea 
that the course of the Lualaba continues 
northwards lor any considerable distance, but 
that, on the contrary, it is deflected to the 
northeast, and so flows into the Albert Nyanza, 
and thus forms the main stream of the Nile.’’ 
We do not, 
however, share a thorough 


insists on. It is by no means certain that the 
river Uelle is one and the same with the Shary; 
and it would not at all surprise ns to learn that 
the Uelle ia a tributary of the Li&aba. itself. 
It is, nevertheless, possible that the Lualaba 
enters Lake Albert Nyanza by a sweep to the 
eastward, and thus settles the queetiou of the 
Nile; but our trust is greater in the judgment 
of the explifer himself and in the courage and 
backbone that will tell in the end who is right 
It is flattering, indeed, to every one con­ 
nected with the explorations and the channel 
through which they flowed to the pnblio that 
something which in Livingstone’s opinion 
transcends the importance of mapping out a 
continent may turn up as aresolt We refer, of 
course, to the slave trade with Zanzibar. This 
accursed system has been depicted by Burton 
and other travellers besides Livingstone, and 
although not then extending so fer inland as 
Manyema, “wrought its ghosts upon the floor" 
of every home within reach of the Arab slave 
traders. Villages disappeared in a day, and 
nothing save the blackened rains of the 
tembe 
could 
toll 
ihe 
traveller 
that 
where he stood was, perhaps a fortnight before, 
the home of an inoftensive tribe. The slave 
market absorbed what the spear, the scimitar 
and the bullet allowed to live, and the seeds 
only of hatred, revenge and treachery were left 
behind. The English govemmeni, which seems 
at times to shape its conscience by the degrees 
of latitude and longitode, has been indirectly 
the powerful protector of this terrible trade. It 
is now moving towards its suppression. Various 
means are spoken of by which this evil can be 
rooted ont; but whatever coarse is taken, let 
it be done at once. 
The United States, 
purged of the iniquitous slave code itself, 
will hasten to supplement its eradication 
everywhere with willing hand and heart 
It is darkly hinted that the adoption of 
stringent measures to abolish the slave trade 
at Zanzibar would possibly bring about 
the murder of Dr. Livingstone at the first 
opportunity offered to the red-handed Arabs, 
who would be the losers by its abolition. 
Whatever truth there may be in this—and it 
probably contains a germ of danger in its 
being tried—the gentlest means should first be 
essayed with the Sultanate of Zanzibar. But 
this thought brings us back to the man 
abont whom those weak-kneed prophets i>er- 
torb themselves. 
If ever there existed a 
human being whose devotion to the best 
principles of humanity is of the present and 
highest order, that 
man is David Liv­ 
ingstone. 
The energy 
and vigor of his 
language to the 
H erald, 
deploring the 
slave 
trade 
of 
Manyema 
and praying 
our inflnence and that of philanthropy every­ 
where toward its extinction, do not vibrat^ in 
a syUuble with the faintest suspicion of fear 
on his own account Not a qualifying word is 
there to signify other than hia entire readiness 
to meet any fete that might oome to him through 
Providence out of his strong cry for protection 
to tho weak. With his knowledge of Africa, 
her inoffensive children and her petty tyrants, 
he mnst have thoroughly understood the 
probable effect of carrying out his fervent de­ 
sires. They do not know the lion heart and 
beautiful soul of Livingstone who would relax 
a single nerve strained to break the shackles 
of the slave on his account 
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fro m t h e I .lb e r a l C a a i l l d a t e . 
Mr. Greeley has taken the stamp in earnest 
Last night he made a political campaign 
speech at Portland, Me., which was listened to 
with interest by many thousands of the citi­ 
zens of that State. Since the liberal candidate 
has been off on bis clam-bake wander­ 
ings his sayings and doings have been 
watched with anxiety by the politicians 
on 
both 
sides. 
His 
friends 
have 
been nervously apprehensive that he might 
give utterance to some indiscreet remarks, 
while his enemies have been fearful that he 
would not make a speech at all, feeling confi­ 
dent that if he did open his mouth he would 
be certain to put his foot into it.

Mr. Greeley’s enemies to distort the meaning 
of his present words. 
However mnch Mr. 
Greeley’s eccentricities and peculiar notions

bouse to kick them out as soon as the roof is 
safely over your head? It will bo consoling

affiliations, and that this will guide him in 
his action as President should he be chosen to 
that position.

Our latest advices from the city of Mexico 
give us a more hopefril view in behalf Of 
the establishment of law and order in that 
revolutionary republic. While the Cabinet of 
Lordo de Tejada, the oonstitutional President 
pro tern., is still an open question, it is the gen­ 
eral belief that he wUl be regularly elected to 
the Presidency with bat slight opposition. 'The 
country is becoming pacified, the roads are 
safe—that is, comparatively clear of highway 
robbers—confidence is being restored in the 
government and the revival of trade is natur­ 
ally expected to follow. Martial law has been 
revoked in several of tho States where it had 
been found necessary by Juarez to enforce it, 
and the local oivU authorities of those States 
have been restored with their full powers; and 
such revolutionary leaders against Juarez as 
Diaz, 
Negrete, Aravarrito, José Pestillo, 
Mariano and Gonzales had accepted the am­ 
nesty offered them, and many of them had 
reported in person at the capital. Best of all 
is the report that President Lerdo’s course 
gives general satisfaction; and better even 
still, as we are assured to-day, that the re­ 
bellion in Mexico is closed, and that railroad 
surveyors are travelling through the territory 
unmolested. 
In the presence of all these facts in favor of 
the pacific and conciliatory policy of President 
Lerdo, it does not appear a violent assumption 
on tho part of the TraUa <f Union that his for­ 
mal election as President is a qnestion of life 
or death to tho Bepublio. It is apparent that 
he has shown himself to be the very man 
needed at the head of the government for this 
crisis in Mexican affairs. The long adminis­ 
tration of Juarez-a fighting administration 
from first to lost—had resulted in establishing 
a civil war, which would doubtless have lasted 
while he held fhe government, had he lived to 
hold it by the bayonet for five, ten or twenty 
years to come. His death bos disarmed the 
rebel leaders and their fighting factions, organ­ 
ized and maintained for the single purpose of 
putting him out. Hence the ready responses 
of the revolutionary generals to the amnesty 
offered by President Lerdo. This popular man, 
having no enemies to punish and no revenges 
to satisfy, and having the solid advantages of 
the army and the sinews of war left him by 
Juarez, sets out like a full-freighted ship with 
a favoring wind and tide, though on a danger­ 
ous voyage. 
A glonons opportunity is thus offered Lerdo 
de Tejada for a name and a fame as President 
of Mexico which will eclipse the fame of Ju­ 
arez and all his predecessors in the substan­ 
tial benefits secured to his country, although 
the name of Juarez will be henceforth, in the 
the history of Mexico, associated with the ex­ 
pulsion of a foreign imperial usurpation and 
arm ^ occupation, and with the establish­ 
ment, against a powerful Mexican party, in 
the field of argument and the field of battle, of 
civil and religions liberty. Juarez had prepared 
the ground from which a rich harvest may be 
secured to Mexico through President Lerdo 
by simply rising to the grandeur of the golden 
opportnnitv before him. On being regularly 
established in his government by "the will of 
the people,’’ and after providing the needful 
safeguards against revolutionary disturbers, 
highwaymen and border catUe-cftealexs and 
assassins. President Lerdo should look at once 
to the policy of uniting the Mexican States 
with the central government and of developing, 
on a grand scale, the enormous material re­ 
sources of the country, mineral, agricultural 
and manufeotnrmg. And the simple scheme 
by which both these great objects may be cov­ 
ered is a scheme of railways and telegraphs, 
binding the country together with bands of 
iron, bringing the remotest parts into direct 
rapport with the capital, and giving to those 
districts which are now almost inaccessible to 
trade quick and easy communications with 
each other and the capital and with the 
reciprocal traffic of the United States. 
To Mexico, an extensive section of the Con­ 
tinent, of seacoast lowlands, monntains and 
elevated table lands, without navigable rivers, 
a network of railways is as necessary for the 
development of the resources of the country 
as it is to onr new States and Territoriee west 
of the MississippL Within twenty years—yea, 
ten—more may be done by a comprehensive 
network of railways to develop the unmeas­ 
ured riches of Mexico than has been done 
since the invasion of Cortes. Nor can we over­ 
estimate the importance to Mexico, in a politi­ 
cal view, of an extensive system of railways 
and telegraphs. With even a single line of 
rails and wires running through the Republic 
via the capital, from north to south, and 
another from Vera Crnz across to tho Pacific, 
that imperial armed occupation by the French 
would have been impossible. Without these 
powerful agents of national strength, unity 
and cohesion, railways and telegraphs, we 
conld not have pnt down Jeff Davis and his 
Southern Confederacy, and wc could have done 
nothing with our States and Territories west­ 
ward of the Rooky Mountains. Without rail­ 
ways and telegraphs there would have been no 
such thing as Italian unity or German unity, 
or a French Republic in the plaoe of Louis 
Napoleon. Without railways and telegraphs 
there can be no such thing ns national unity, 
strength or cohesion among the Mexicans. 
Let President Lerdo de Tejaila, then, inau­ 
gúrate the policy of a comprehensive system of 
railways and telegraphs for Mexico, and be 
will provide the solid seoorities required 
against domestic disturbers and foreign invad­ 
ers. If our government will not interpose a 
helping hand for the salvation of our sister Re­ 
public here is a way whereby the Mexicans 
may save themselves and become a strong, 
nnited and prosperons people.

The yellow fever ship, the Spanish iron­ 
clad Nomancia, which lies abreast of Staten 
Island, whatever the authorities concerned 
may say of her distance from the shore, of her 
fumigation, the vigilant watch kept over her, 
and BO on, is not where she ought to be. 
Saturated with yellow fever—a yellow fever 
floating hospital, in feet—she ought to be 
dowfi iimoBH tbe ioterdiote4 a to s ia tho 


Lower Bay, and fer enough from all of them 
to avoid communicating her fearftil oontagioB 
by the wind. We know from our experieaoa 
at Port Hamilton that yellow fever can be 
carried more than a mile by the wind from 
ship to shore, and this Spanish fever ship 
should at once be removed to the Lower Bay. 
And right in here comes a rather singular 
state of affhirs. 
Pilot Commissioner Blunt 
states that in the Lower Bay there is good 
anchorage for the heaviest draught vess^ in 
the world, while Health Officer Vanderpoel, 
upon the authority of the pilot who brought 
the 
Numanoia 
into 
port, 
says 
that 
thets is BO safe anchorage for her in 
that neighborhood. Here is a question which 
cannot reasonably long remain unsettled, and 
it should be settled at once. Despite the pre- 
cautions which are said to have been adopted 
to prevent tho possibiUty of a spread of the 
contagion, we are sensible of tho fiiot that the 
great city of New York, with Brooklyn, 
Jersey City and the popnlons villagee which 
skirt 
the 
shores 
of 
the 
Narrows on 
either 
hand, 
is being 
subjected to a 
very dangerous experiment, and that the 
people have reason to feel alarmed. If Dr. 
Vanderpoel has not the authority to locate the 
vessel on an anchorage safe and socnro both 
for the ship herself and for our citizens, then, 
perhaps, Commissioner Blunt will lend his. 
assistance by pointing out a safe anchorage in 
the Lower Bay, and it will 
then 
be 
an 
easy 
matter 
to 
find 
some 
pilot 
who can take 
her 
to 
such 
quarters. 
It is no time for squabbling or disputation 
upon so grave a matter, and Health Officer 
Vanderpoel should at onoe bestir himself and 
exhaust every means in his power to give the 
people that security which, in the exercise of 
the potent functions entrusted to him, he 
is expected 
to 
do. 
He 
wields 
more 
sovereign authority in the bay of New 
York 
than 
any 
other 
man 
in 
the 
State, and it is strange indeed if he cannot 
direct any vessel that crosses the bar to any 
berth he may assign her. The people look for 
prompt action in this matter. 
Two addi­ 
tional vessels arrived in port yesterday with 
fever on board, and these are where the 
Numanoia with all other ships similarly af­ 
flicted should be. Put her with them and the 
people wiU be satisfied.

Six open carriages comprised the 
procession. Up India street they drove, preceded 
by O’CoDor’s Boston Band, in full uniform, and 
down Congress street to the City Hall.

on every lamppost wers sUttoned men and boys, 
and crowding was carried on right up to the 
wheels of the carriages and almost under the 
horses’ feet. The popnlaoe, amounting to ten thon- 
sand, of all ages and ssxeo, crowded to get a view 
of the city’s guest. 
AT THE cm r HALL 
the jam was beyond estimation. A strong cordon 
of police sufficed to opsn a passage for Mr. Greeley 
and his friends to the Interior.

The letter of the Mikado was sent three years 
ago, since whlcn time America attempted to make 
a treaty with Corea. 
Foreigners complain that had the Japanese been 
friendly disposed towards the United States they 
would have informed the Americans of the state of 
affairs in Corea, and thus have avoided a deleat of 
America’s Intentions there. But Japanese pride 
and Japanese secrecy aUke forbade, it is said, the 
exercise of candor.

THE JEE8EY POLICE DIFFICULTY. 


M eeting o f th e New C om m issioners—Gov­ 
e rn o r P o rk e r o n d th e A ttornejr G en eral 
o n th e 
g ltn n tlo n —F e e lin g In Je rse y 
C ity . 
The new Police Commissioners of Jersey City 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon to take meas- 
ures tor securing the position to which they were 
appointed by the Governor. The meeting was an­ 
nounced to be strictly private, in order that the 
Bohemians, who ore perpetually after the Commis­ 
sioners, might be eluded. The entire proceedings 
were made known m the H e r a ld reporter, but as 
they relate entirely to tno measures by which the 
BOW Commissioners intend to march upon the 
enemy they are withheld from publication, lest the 
reporter might be charged with conveying im­ 
portant Information to the enemy. 
Two of the Commissioners urged vigorous meas­ 
ures, one was exceedingly cautious and the fourth 
was non-committal. They agreed tnat a docuiaent 
shonld be drawn up and sent to the Governor, set­ 
ting forth their case In such a strong light tbat be 
can harilly remain an Idle spectator of the 
contest. One of tho 
Commissioners 
declared

his mission oi securing the execution of the 
laws and respect for the authority of the Executive. 
Mr. S o o n , the city Clerk, who retoscd to swear In 
the CommlaslODcrs. as required by law, comes In for 
s large share of public criticism, which points to an 
a iw R ^ en t of the public career of that gentleman, 
who had been, up to that point, a moat excelleui 
and upright city officer. His apparent alliance 
with the only remnant of the Ring now In Jersey 
City has arou.sed public indignaUon to a high pitch 
against him. 
Governor Parker, when called npon by a He r a l d 
reporter on Tuesday In reference to this matter, 
sUted that he would leave the m atter to the Su­ 
preme Court, which will meet in Gctoher. He ha<l 
been advised by the Attorney General that he had 
discharged his duty when he made the appoint­ 
ments. Both the Governor and hH Attorney Gen­ 
eral shrink from the adoption of any vigorous 
measnres, although the latter declares emphatically 
that the convicted Commissioners have not the 
shallow of a right to continue In office. He adds 
that every act they have <lone since that eonvlction, 
and may do hereafter. Is clearly Illegal, and tor 
every sueh act they render thcrasclves liable to In- 
dletment. Yet the Governor hesitates to rout by 
the power at hi.s command the men who laughed 
to scorn his writ, and who used cunteuiptuous lan­ 
guage regarding his authority. 
Thefst^ngin Jersey a ty on this question is a 
mixture of indignation and disgust. The nsoplc 
(;annot understand how men who were eonflctert 
of robbing the public treasury are permitted to 
continue in office, nor can they realize that tbe 
once inflexible Parker lapses into timidity in pres­ 
ence of a handflil of men who have forfeited all re­ 
spect in the conimnnity. Both the Oovernnr iHid 
theAftorney General arc severely crltkUed for 
their supineness in this business.

Not for many years has there been so much ex­ 
citem ent during a political canvass in Vermont us 
prevails now in every nook and corner of tho State.

The Union party of 
liberals and domocrats, seeing a fair opportunity to 
take some oi the prizes, arc consequently pushing 
their cause and the cause of tho Sage with all their 
ability. The latter party acknowledge th at they 
have but a poor prospect of carrying the S ta te; but 
they argue that If they succeed In reducing the 
regular republican majority it will be a signal tri­ 
umph for their cause, and have a powerful effect on 
the Maine election, which is to follow. Both parties 
have, therefore, abundant reasons for putting lortb 
their entire strength, and no doubt 
A FI LL VOTE WILL BE POLLED. 
Meetings are held almost nightly, and addressed 
by th t heavy men of both parties; and, as I said, 
the feellRg is intense. 
Here in this city I heard 
even little boys In the .streets discuss the relative 
m erits of the Presidential tickets. 
Nothing is 
talked of in tho liotcis, 'barrooms, public olllces and 
places of resort other than the approaching elec­ 
tion. Very few hold the opinion th at by any possi­ 
bility the liberal and democratic State ticket can be 
elected; bnt, on the other hand, the Uberal leaders 
(and many of them arc experienced politicians) 
claim th at they will reduce the majority of the reg­ 
ulars by Horn flve to seven thousand, while some 
influential men on the Grant side concede that 
THE M A JO R irr FOR THE REOCLARS 
will he three to four thousand less than usual.

In your URiie of thla morning you call the atten­ 
tion of onr meiohanfo and capltullBUi to the great 
laolc of cheap facllltlea for bringing grain to our 
m arket, nLso to the great rivalry which other aud 
much leaser cities are cxertlug to get this trade. 
It is well known that the rates ol freigtit from the 
Far West to the metropolis by rail are so enormous 
as to exceed in aniouut the price which tiie pro­ 
ducer realizes for his grain, when one-half this rate 
of freight Bhoiiid safflce to bring It to us. TbU is 
owing partly to the monopolies to which some of 
our lucoiuluii raUroads are subjooted, and partly to 
the inactivity of our busluess men to arise In their 
m ight and use thotr endeavora to protect the Weat- 
eru Rhlpiwrs, which laat should lie our pride, for 
they are m ost certainly our frlemls and tliose to 
whom we look for siiccoss in the m arkeU of our 
city. 
Gur boards of trade should have com m ittees 
conttniially upon the alert to obtain tho very lowest 
possible frel;'hts, making ociiiisloniil renoi ts of their 
obHcrvrttioiiH iintl successes to the different orga- 
nizatiuns wliloh they represent, and by this means 
we should not i niy benellt the Wcstoru producer 
and shipper, but alike convince them that we were 
attem pting to work lor their interests. We should 
not then be subject to llio derisive lem arU as to 
our u tter ladiitercncc to their wcliaro. 
I’erlmps but few have tiecomo aw.ire of the Im­ 
mense aiiiouut of grain and flour which other cities 
bave within tho past lew years drawn away ir.im 
New York, ond you do well to coll atteuilou to this 
m atter, and nil our Journals shtmld call pnullc nt- 
tontiou to tins state of uflhirs and the immediate 
dem and for this groat work—tho Niagara ship 
canal. 
Yon call attention to the city of Oswego, which 
has large factlitles for liniidlltig grain, having tea 
liiiuiouse eluvators, with a sturage capacity of 
‘¿,066,000 bushels, and has In p:ist times been a very 
Inrgo shl’iping port from the Is kos to New York 
The Canadas ore now monoiiolizlng this o.swego 
trade, and It all passes through their own canal— 
the Welland—around Niagara Falls through their 
own ports to Liverpool, via oiiobDC. I am told that 
in one elevator in (»wogo, which last year reoulved 
duilng tho m outh or Juno thirty-two cargoes of 
grain, this year received only two cargoaa. This Is 
lit an item, but m ust Impre.sa upon your mind the 
necessities ol business men of New York looking 
about Uicm and exorUug themsulvcs to keep what 
they have got aud increase the Inducement» for

The Lnalaba 
now takes great sweeps and majestic curves, and 
seemed at times to the troubled explorer as if about 
to ran south for good and alL, In these crooked 
courses it receives affluents In immense numbers;

able volume on the left baiiE that he thought it 
worthwhile exploring. This Is

by following whose course through cnrves and 
warpiDga be at length arrived at a lake called Che- 
bungo. This lake he did not hesitate to rechristen.

all time as Lake Lincoln, In honor, \v.A memory 
of our martyred President, wjno did so mueb 
for the enslaved children t>f African descent 
on this Continent of America. 
He returned 


to the Lnalaba and was still in the great 
valley which, he h«d followed over eight degrees 
of latitude. 
Diligent inquiry told him that the 


mighty Lnalaba again widened into a large lake 
lurther nortn. At this time his followers refused 
to proceed further, and with bnt eix or eight 
months' work only wanting to solve the mystery 
of the grand river, whose bends and sweeps he 
had followed for ieven hundred miles, he was 
obliged to return to PjUi. The lake he had heard 
of he was obliged to dot down ou his chart as 


TUB VAMELBSS LAKE. 


The great valley which he traced while watching 


the now of the rivers, from twelve degrees to four 
degrees south of the Equator, he believes to be 
tliit formed by the watershed of the Nile, 
whose mountain chains ran north and south 
through that entire distance, at varying width, on 
the east and weit of the rivers and lanes. Before 
proceeding to take up his argnmenta thowlug it to 
be the true Valley of the Nile we may

which in its conrsc forms at least four large lakes 
and is fed from a arts. This river Is known by the 
three following names:—Chambezi, before it enters 
Lake Bangweolo; Luapula, between Lakes Bang- 
weolo and Hoero; Lualaba or Webb's River, be- 
tween Lakes Hoero and Kamolondo, and by the 
same name between Kamolondo and the Nameless 
Lake. Its principal tributaries, both entering on 
the left bank, are the Luflra River, just north of 
Kamolondo, and the Lomanl River, further north, 
tarrying in the waters of Lake Lincoln.

that this water system la the great perennial feeder 
or the Nile may be said to nave been formed as fol- 
lows:— 


Jfrst—They were not connected with the Zam- 


bezi or the Portuguese, because he traced the 
Chambezi into Lake Bangweolo. 


»«MV»--They were not connected with the Congo, 


because he established the fact that the rivers 
Kasal and Quango, flowing from the west side of 
the great watershed, were the sources or that river.

ON HIS DIGNITY. 


We were met at last. The HERALD'S special cor- 


respondent had seen Dr. Livingstone, whom more 
tuan three-fourths of all who baa ever heard of mm 
believed to be dead. Yet at DOOU on the loth ot 
ITovember of this year I flrat shook lianas with him, 
and said to him, "Doctor, 1 thank God I have been 
permitted to shake hands with yon." I said It all 
very soberly and with due dignity, because there 
were so many Arabs about us, and the circum- 
stances nnder which I appeared did not warrant 
me to do anything else. I was as much a stranger 
to Livingstone as I was to any Arab there. And, if 
Arabs do not like to see any irregularity, indeed I 
think that Englishmen must be placed in the same 
category. 


ENGLISH ntPSHTtntBABTLrnr. 


Bat what does all this preface ana what may this 


prolixity mean? Well, It means this, that I looked 
upon Livingstone as an Englishman-, and I feared 
that If I showed any unusual joy at meeting with 
Sim ho might conduct himself very much like an- 
other Englishman did once whom I met in the in- 
terior of another foreign and strange laud wherein 
we two were the only English-speaking people to 
be found within the area or two hundred miles 
square, and who, upoa my greeting him with a 
cordial "Good morning," would not answer me, 
bnt screwed on a large eye-class in a manner which 
most hare been as painful to him as it was to me, 
and then deliberately viewed my horse and myself 
for the apace of about thirty seconds, and passed on 
His way with as much insouciant as If he had seen 
me a thousand times and there was nothing at all 
In the meeting to justify him coming out of that 
shell of imperturbability with which he had covered 
lilmaalf- 


A REPORTED MISANTHROPE. 


Besides, I had heard au sorts of things from a 


quondam companion of his about him. Be was 
eccentric, I was told; nay, almost a misanthrope, 
who hated the sight of Europeans; who, if Burton, 
Spoke, Grant or anybody of that kind were coming 
to see him, would make haste to put as many miles 
as possible between himself and such a person. 
He was a man also whom no one con id get along 
with—Itwasalmostimpossibleto please him; be wag 
a mail who kept no journal, whose discoveries would 
certainly perish with him unless he himself came 
back. This was the man I was shaking hands with 
whom I had done my utmost to surprise, lest lie 
Bfiouirt run sway. Consequently you may Know 
why I did not dare manifest any extraordinary joy 
upon my success. But, really, had there been no 
one present—none of those cynical-minded Arabs 
I mean—I think I should have betrayed the emo- 
tions which possessed me, Instead of which I only 
Mid, "Doctor, 1 tliank God I nave been permitted 
to shake hand* with you." Which lie returned 
with a grateful and welcome smile. 


LmxosTONB's MANSION-. 


Together we turned oiir faces towards his tembe. 


He polntad to the veranda of his house, which was 
•«n unruled -platform, built Qf mnd, covered by 
.wide overhanging eaves. He pointed to Ids own 
particular seat, on a carpet of goatskins spread 
•over a thick mat of palm leaf. I protested against 
taking this seat, but he insisted, and I yielded. 
We were seated, the Doctor and I, with our backs 
to the wall, the Arabs to our right and left and In 
front, the natives forming a dark perspective 
beyond.

Ho 
had so much to say that he began at the end, seem- 
ingly oblivious of the fact that nearly six yean) hail 
to be accounted for. But the story came out bit by 
bit, unreservedly—as unreservedly «» If he wa» con- 
versing with Sir H. MurcUlson, his true friend »ud 
bent on earth. The man's heart was gushing out, 
not In hurried sentences, la rapid utterances, lu 
quick relation—but in still and deep words. 


A MISTAKEN ESTIMATE. 


His quondam companion must have been a s»d 


student of human nature or a most malicious per- 
son—a man whose judgment was distorted by an 
oblique glance at his own Inner Image, anil was 
thus rendered incapable of knowing the great heart 
of Livingstone—for aftor several weeks' lifo with 
him In the same tent, and m the same hut I am ut- 
terly unable to perceive what angle of Livingstone's 
nature that gentleman took to base a judgment 
upon. 
A happier companion, a truer friend than 


tho traveller thus slandered I could not wish for- 
He was always polite—with a politeness of the gen- 
uine Kind—and tills politeness never forsook liiin 
for au Instant; even in the midst of the most rugged 
scenes aud greatest difficulties. 


TBK BOOK AN1> THK HINDING. 


Upon my flrst introduction to him I 


was to m« like a huge tome, with a most unpre- 
tending binding. Within the book might contain 
much valuable lore anil wisdom, but its exterior 
pave no promise or what was within. Thus outside 
Livingstone gave no token—except of being rudely 
dealt with by the wilderness—of what element of 
power or talent lay wltnin. He Is a man oi unpre- 
tending appearance cnougb, has quiet, composed 
features, from which the freshness of youth has 
quite departed, but which retains the mobility of 
prime age just enough to show that there yet lives 
much endurance and vigor within his frame- The 
eyes, which are ha/.cl, are remarkably bright, not 
dimmed in the least, though the whiskers and mus- 
tache are 
very gray.

The hard fare 
of Londa and Manyema have 


made liavoc In their ranks. Ills form Is stontlxh. 
n little over the ordinary In height, with slightly 
bowed shoulders. When walking ho has the heavy 
step of an overworked and fatigued man. 
On his 


head he wears the naval cap, with a round vizor* 
with which he has been identified throughout 
Africa. His dress shows that at times he has bad 
to resort to the needle to repair and replace what 
travel uas worn. Such is Livingstone externally. 


THE MAN WITHIN. 


Of the Inner man much more may be said than of 


the outer. As he reveals himself, bit by Ml, to tho 
ptranger, a great many favorable points present 
themselves, any of which taken singly might 
well dispose you toward him. 1 had brought him a 
packet of letters, and though I urged him again 
and again to aeler conversation with me until he 
had read the news irom home aud children, he said 
lie would defer rending until night; for the time he 
would enjoy being astonished by the European and 
any general world news 1 coula communicate. He 
had acquired the art of being patient long ago, he 
said, and he had waited so long for letters that he 
could well afford to wait a few hours more. So we 
sat and talked on that humble veranda of one of the 
poorest houses In UJljI. Talked quite oblivious of 
the large concourse of Arabs, Wanguona and Wajljl, 
who had crowded around to see the new cower. 


A HCIXICT op NEWS 


There was mnch to talk about on both Bides. 


On his side he had to tell me what had happened 
to him, or where he had been, and of what he had 
seen during the five years the world believed him 
to be dead. On my side I had to tell him very old, 
old news, of the Suez Canal and the royal extrava- 
gance of Ismail Pacha ;• of the termination of the 
Cretan insurrection; of the Spanish revolution; of 
the night of Isabella; of the new King, Amadeus, 
and of the assassination of Prim; of the completion 
of the Pacific Railroad across the American Conti- 
nent; of the election of General Grant asPresident; 
of the French and Prussian war; of the capture of 
Napoleon, the Oltcht of EuirSnie anrt nf tho <*»mii»*« 
Humiliation of France. Scores of eminent persons— 
gome personal friends or his—had died. 
So that 


the news had a deep Interest to him. aud I had a 
most attentive auditor. 


By and by the Arabs retired, understanding well 


the position, though they were also anxious to hear 
from me about Mirambo, but I sent my head men 
with them to give them such news as they wanted. 


HIS PARK AM) Die GOOD SPIRITS. 


The hours of that afternoon passed most pleas- 


antly—few afternoons of my life more so. 
It 


seemed So me as if I had met an old, old friend. 
There was a friendly or good-natured avanaon 
abcnt Livingstone which was not lost on me. As 
host, welcoming one who spoke his language, he 
(lid his duties with a spirit and style I have never 
seen elsewhere. Ee had not mnch to offer, to be 
sure, but what he had was mine and his. The wan 
features 
which

had

meeting, 
the 
heavy 
step 


which told

the man. Underneath that aged aud well spent 
exterior lay an endless fund of high spirits, which 
now and then broke out In peals of hearty langn- 
ter—the rugged frame enclosed a very young and 
exuberant soul. The meal—I am not sure but 
what we ate three meals that afternoon—was 
seasoned with innumerable jokes and pleasant an- 
ecdotes, interesting hunting stories, of which his 
friends Webo, OsweU, Vnrdon and Cnmming (Gor- 
-don Cumming) were always the chief actors. 


"T00 HAVE EBOCCOT HE NEW LIFE," 


he said several times, so that I was not sure bnt 
that there was some little hysteria in this jovi- 
ality and abundant animal spirits, but as I found 
it continued during several weeks I am now dis- 
posed to think it natural. 


LIVINGSTONE'S MEMORY. 


Another thing which specially attracted my at- 


tention was his wonderfully retentive memory. 
Wuen we remember the thirty years and more he 
has spent in Africa, deprived of books, we may well 
think it an uncommon memory that can recite 
whole poems of Burns, Byron, Tennyson and Long- 
fellow. Even the poets Whittler and Lowell were 
far better known to him than to me. He knew an 
endless number offsets and names of persons con- 
nected with America much better than J. though it 
waa my peculiar province as a journalist to have 
known them. One reason, perhaps, for tills fact may 
be that the Doctor never smokes, so that His brain 
is never befogged, even temporarily, by the fumes of 
the insidious weed. Besides, he has lived all liis 
life almost, we may say, within himself—in a world 
of thought which revolved inwardly, seldom awak- 
ing out of it except to attend to the Immediate 
practical necessities of himself and his expedition. 
The immediate necessities disposed of, he must have 
relapsed into his own Inner world, into which he 
must have conjured memories of his home, rela- 
tions, friends, acquaintances, familiar readings, 
ideas and associations, so that wherever Ue might 
be, or by whatsoever he was surrounded, his own 
world hod attractions far superior to (hat which 
the external world by which lio was surrounded 
had. 


SIMPLE FAITH. 


Dr. Livingstone is a truly pious 'man—a man 


deeply imbued with re.il religious, instincts. The 
study of the man. would not be complete if we did 
not take the religions side onus character Into con- 
sideration. His religion, any more than bis bus!' 
ness, Is not of tlie theoretical kind—simply content- 
ing Hseir with avowing its peculiar creed and 
ignoring all other religions as wrong or weak. It is 
of the true, practical kind, never losing a chance to 
manifest Itself in a quiet, practical way—never 
demonstrative or loud. H is always at work, if 
not In deed, by shining example. It U not 
aggressive, which 
sometimes Is 
troublesome 


and 
orien 
Impertinent. 
In 
him 
religion 


exhibits Its loveliest features. It governs his con- 
duct towards his servants, towards the natives and

Whatever 
was crude or wilful religion has refined, ana made 
him, to apeak tho earnest, sober truth, the most 
agrccublo of companions aud Indulgent of masters. 


AKItlCAH OOMfAKISONg. 


I have bceu frequently ashamed of my Impatience 


while listening to his mild rebuke to a dishonest or 
lazy servant, whereas hart he been of mine his din 
honesty or laziuesg had surely been visited with 
prompt punishment. I have often uoard our ser- 
vants discuss our respective merits. 


Your master,,," say my servants to those of Liv- 


ingstone, "Is » good mau— » very good man. Ue 
does not beat yon, for ho has a kind heart ; but 
ours— oh ! ho Is sharp, hot a3 lire— tnlcall sana-Kana 


From bcln? hated and thwarted [n every possible 


way by tho Arabs and half castes upon first arrival 
lu Ujljl, through his uniform kindness and mild, 
pleasant temper ho lias now won all hearts. I per- 
ccix'ed that universal respect was paid to lilui 
by all. 


THE OOSI'EI. TO TUB UBATriKN. 


Kvery Sunday looming lio gathers his little Hock 


aiound him and has prayers read, not In the 
stereotyped tone of an English nigh Church clergy- 
man, which always sound* In my cars insincerely, 
but lo. tbe tone recommended by Archbishop 
Whately— viz., natural, unaffected and sincere. 
Following them he delivers a short address In tho 
Khmwahiti language about what he has been read- 
ing from the Blhio to them, which is listened to 
with great attention. 


HIS BOniLY VIOOll. 


Tnere Is another point in Livingstone's character 


about which we, as readers of his books aud 
students of his travels, would naturally wish to 
know something— viz., his ability to withstand the 
rigors of an African climate, and the consistent 
energy with which he follows tho exploration ol 
Central Africa. 
Those who 
may have read 


Burton's "Lake Regions or Central Africa" cannot 
have failed to perceive that Captain Burton, tho 
author, was very well tired of Africa long before -he 
reached. Ujlji, and that when he had reached UJijl 
he was too mnch worn out to be able to go any far- 
ther, or do anything but proceed by boat to Uvlra, 
near tho northern head of the Tanganyika— a task he 
performed, we must admit. In uo enviable humor. 
We also know how Spoke looked and fell when 
Baker met him at Goudakoro; how, after merely 
glauolng at the outflow of Lake Victoria Into tbe 
Victoria Nile, he was unable or Indisposed to go a 
little farther west to discover the lake which has 
made Baker famous aud given him a knighthood. 
Also, do wo not all know the amonnt of Baker's dis- 
covery of that lake, aud what resolutions he made 
after his return to civilization from his visit to the 
Albert Lake f 


TOK INDOMITABLE EBSOLVB. 


When I flrst met the Doctor I asked him if he did 


not feel a desire to visit his country aud take a lit 
tie rest. He had then been absent about six years, 
and the answer he gave me freely shows what kiud 
or man he Is, and how differently constituted he is 
from Burton, Spckc or Baker. Said he :— 


"I would like very much to go home and see my 


children once again, but I cannot bring my heart to 
abandon the task I have undertaken when It is so 
nearly completed. 
It only requires six or seven. 


months more to trace the true source that I have 
discovered with Petherick's branch of the White 
Nile, t>r with the Albert Nyauza Of Sir Samuel 
Baker. Why should I go before my task Is ended, 
to have to come back again tQ do what I can very 
well do nbwf" 


"And way," I asked, "did you come so far back 


without finishing the short task which you say you 
have yet to do ?" 


"Simply because I was forced; my men would 


not bndga a step forward. They mutinied aud 
formed a secret resolution that If 1 still insisted 
on going on to raise a disturbance In the country, 
and after they had effected It to abandon me, in 
which cose I should be killed. It was dangerous to 
go any farther. I had explored six hundred miles 
of the watershed, had traced all the principal 
streams which discharged their waters into the 
central line of drainage, and when about starting 
to explore the last one hundred miles the hearts of 
my people failed, and they set about frustrating 
me in every possible way. Now, having returned 


and another escort, I find myself destitute of even 
the means to live but for a few weeks, and sick ia 
mind and body." 
• 


Let any reader study the spirit of the above re- 


mark, and compare it with those which auU 
mated a Burton, a Spoke or a Baker. How would 
those gentlemen have comported themselves IB 
such a crisis, unprepared, as we all know they 
were, for the. terrible fevers of Central Africa ? 


THE HEAD Of T11E TANGANYIKA. 


Again, about a week after I had arrived ID Ujljl, I 


asked Livingstone 11 he had examined the nortnern 
head of the Tanganyika.. He answered immediately 
lie had not, aud then asked if people expected ho 
had. I then informed him that great curiosity was 
felt about the connection that was supposed to 
exist between the Tanganyika and Lake Albert. 
One party said that a river flowed out of tho Tan- 
ganyika into the Albert; another party held that it 
was impossible, since the Tanganyika was, accord- 
ing to Burton and Speke, much lower than the 
Albert. Others were inclined to let the subject 
alone until they should hear from him, the only one 
capable at the present time to aet the matter at 
rest forever. 


The Doctor replied to these remarks that he 


was not aware so much importance waa attached 
to the Tanganyika, as his friends at home, instead 
of writing to him, contented themselves with 
speculating aa to where he should come out of 
Africa, aud thus he had been kept ignorant of many 
luings of which those who took any interest in him 
should have informed him. 


'I did try before setting out for Manyema to en- 


gage canoes and proceed northward, but I soon 
saw that the people were all confederating to fleece 
me as they had Burton, and hafl I gone nnder such 
circumstances I should not have been able to pro- 


d^ to Manyema to explore the central line of 


drainage, and of course the most important line- 
ar more important than the line of the Tangan- 
yika; for whatever connection there may be be- 
tween the Tanganyika and the Albert the true 
sources of the Nile are those emptying into the 
central line of drainage. In my own mind I have 
not the least doubt thai the Rusizi River flows from 
this lake into the Albert. Jor three mouths stead- 
ily I observed a current setting northward. I veri- 
fied it by means of water plants. 


THB ALTrrCBB OF THE TANOANYIKA. 


When Speke gives Hie altitude of the Tanganyika 


at only 1,880 feet above the sea I imagine he must 
have fallen Into the error by frequently writing the 
Anno Domini, and thus made a slip of the pen; for 
the altitude is over two thousand eight hundred 
feet by boiling point, though I make it a little 
over 
three 
thousand 
feet 
by barometers. 


Tims you sec that there are no very great natural 
difficulties on the score of altitude, aud nothing to 
prevent the reasonable supposition that there may 
be a water connection by means of the Rusizi or 
some other river between the two lakes. Besides, 
the Arabs here are divided in their statements. 
Some swear that the river goes out of the Tan- 
ganyika, otaerg that it flows into the Tanganyika.'» 


A PBOPOSAL. 


"Well, Doctor," said I, "if I were you, beftre 


leaving this part of the country for Dnyanyembe, 
perhaps never to return here—for one knows not 
what may occur In the meantime—I would go up 
and see, and if you like I will accompany yon. You 
say yon tiave no cloth and only five men. I have 
enough cloth and men for all your purposes. Sup- 
pose you go up and settle this vexed question, for 
so far a« I see by the newspapers everybody cx- 
pecult of yon." 


A RESOLVE. 


Many a traveller, as I have shown, would have 


pleaded fatigue and utter weariness of mind and 
body, but Livingstone did .not. That very Instant 
the resolve was made; that very instant he started 
to execute It. He sent a man to Said Ben Majld to 
request the loan of Us canoe, and his baggage was 
got ready for tlie voyage. Nol yet recovered from 
tU» sore eU««U of ilia return, from. J^ unsuccessful 


and lengthy Journey lo accomplish Ihe object that 
lay »o near lus heart ; vet nuiK-nug Ircvm uu ttttiirk 
of dlarrhuea aud Ihe couaequenl weakness it In- 
duced, the bravo spirit was up again, eager ana 
nlgh-splrited boy, lor tho [iKtli of duty pomied out. 


Tho above Is but » slight sketch of tho main 


points lu tho great traveller'** character, whose 
personal story I am about to relate. It was neccs- 
Hary that tho reader should Know what .sort of 
mau this Dr. Uvlnjjstouu was, after whom ttia NKW 
YOKK If KRAU> thouicht proper to despatch a special 
correspondent, with an expedition, at no matter 
what cost.

TUB DOCl'Olt'fl b-l'OltV. 


Dr. David Livingstone IcCl tho Island of Zanzibar 


In March, 1860. On the 7th of the following mouth 
he departed from Mlkindlnl Hay for tho Interior, 
wllh an expedition conBistln^oftwelveBcpoysfrom 
Bombay, nine men from Johanna, of tho Comoro Isles 
seven liberated •lavcn and two /amboxl men (tak- 
ing them as »n experiment), six camels, three 
buftuloos, two mules aud three donkeys. He thua 
had thirty men, twelve of whom — viz., the Sepoys — 
woro to act as guards for the expedition. They 
were mostly armed with t.iio Knllcld rifles pre- 
sented to the Doctor by the Houibny (tovernuieut. 
Tho baggage of tho expedition consisted of ten 
bales of cloth and two ba<;» of beads, which were to 
serve as currency by which they would be enabled 
to purchase the necessaries of life iu the countries 
the Doctor Inlended to visit. Besides the cum- 
brous moneys they carried several boxes of instru- 
ments, such as chronometers, air thermometers, 
sextaut and artiflcial horizon, boxes containing 
clothes, medicines and personal necessaries. 


Ul' TUB HOVUMA ItlVKIl. 


The expedition travelled up the left bank of the 


Kovuma Iliver, a route as full of difficulties as any 
that could be chosen, i'or miles Livingstone an 
his party had to cut their way with their axes 
through the dense and almost impenetrable Jungles 
which lined the river's banks. The road was 
mere footpath, leading. In the most erratic fashion, 
in and through the dense vegetation, scckiug the 
easiest outlet from it without any regard to the 
course it ran. 
The pagazls were able lo proceed 


easily enongn, but the camels, on account of their 
enormous height, could not advance a step without 
the axes of the party flrst clearing the way. 
These 


tools 
of foresters 
were 
almost 
always re- 


quired, 
but 
the advance of 
the 
expedition 


was often retarded by the unwillingness of the 
Sepoys and Johanna men to work. Soon after the 
departure of the expedition from the coast the 
murmurlnga aud complaints of these men began, 
and upon every occasion aud at every opportunity 
they evinced a decided hostility to au advance. 


111:11011 WANTEn. 


In order to prevent the progress ol the Doctor, 


lu hopes that it would compel him to return to tho 
coast, these meu so cruelly treated the animals that 
before long there was not one left alive. Falling in 
this they set about Instigating the natives against 
the white man, whom they accused most wantonly 
of strange practices. As this plan was most likely 
to succeed, and as it was dangerous to have such 
men with him, the Doctor arrived at the conclu- 
sion thnt It was best to discharge them aud 
accordingly sent the Sepoys back to tho coast, but 
not without having flrst furnished them with the 
means of subsistence on their journey to the coast. 
These men were such a dlsrcputabio sot that the 
natives talked of them as tho Doctor's slaves. One 
of their worst sins was their custom to give their 
guns and ammunition to carry to the flrst woman or 
boy they met, whom they impressed for that pur- 
pose by either threats or promises which they were 
totally unable to perform and unwarranted in 
making. An hour's march was sufficient to fatigue 
them, after which they lay down on the road to be- 
wail their hard fate and concoct new schemes to 
frustrate their leader's purposes. Towards night 
they generally made their appearance at the camp- 
ing ground with the looks of half dead men. Such 
men naturally made but a poor escort, for bad the 
T\»rtv hp»n attacked by a wandering tribe of na- 
tives ol .»ny strength the Doctor cuuiu «avc uinac 
no defence, and no other alternative would be left 
to him. but to surrender and be ruined. The Doc- 
tor and his little party arrived on the 18th July, 
1S66, at a vlllaee belonging to a chief of the Maul- 
yaw, situated eight days' march south of the Uo- 
vuma and overlooking the watershed of the Lake 
Nyassa. The territory lylug between the Rovuma 
River and this Itahiyaw chieftain was an uninhab- 
ited wilderness, during the transit or which Living- 
stone and the expedition suffered considerably irom 
hunger and desertion of men. 


LYING WAKOTANI. 


Early In August, 180S, tho Doctor came to 


Mponda's country, a chief who dwelt near the Late 
Nyassa. On the road thither two of the liberated 
slaves deserted Him. Here, also, Wakotaui (not 
wikotani) a protege of the Doctor, insisted upon 
his discharge, alleging as an excuse, which the 
Doctor subsequently found to be untrue, that he 
had found his brother. He further stated that his 
family lived on the east side of the Nyassa Lake. 
He further said that Mponda's favorite wife was 
his sister. 
Perceiving that Wakotani was

enough cloth and beads to keep him nnjil lug "big 
brother" should call for him, left him with the 
chief, after first assuring himself that he would 
have honorable treatment from that chief. The Doc- 
tor also gave Wakotani writing paper (as he could 
read and write, being some of the accomplishments 
acquired at Bombay, where he had beeu put to 
school) that should he at any time feel so disposed 
le might write to Mr. Hoi ace Waller or to himself. 
The Doctor mrther enjoined on him not to join any 
slave raid nsually made by his countrymen, the 
men of Nyassa, on their neigboors. Upon finding 
that his application for a discharge was successful, 
Wakotani 
endeavored 
to 
induce 
Chumah, 


another pror<?j7<J ol the Doctor's, and a companion 
or chnm of Wakotani, to leave the Doctor's service 
and proceed with them, promising as a bribe a 
wife and plenty of pombe irom his "big brother." 
Chumah, upon referring the matter to the Doctor, 
was advised not to go, as he (the Doctor) strongly 
suspected that Wakotani wanted only to make him 
his slave. 
Chumah wisely withdrew from his

•From Mponda's .the Doctor proceeded to the heel 
of the Nyassa, to the village of a Babisa chief, who 
required medicine Sot a skin disease. With his 
usual kindness lie stayed at this chiefs village 
to treat his malady. 
While here a half-caste 


Arab arrived from tho western shore of the lake, 
who reported that he had been plundered by a band 
of Ma-Zitu at aplace tbe Doctor and Musa, chief of 
tlie Johanna men, were very well aware was at least 
a hundred and arty miles north-northwest of where 
they were then stopping. Musa, however, lor his 
own reasons— which will appear presently— eagerly 
listened to the Arab's tale, and gave mil credence 
to it. Having well digested Its horrifying contents, 
he came to the Doctor to give him the full benefit of 
what be had heard with such willing ears. Tho 
traveller patiently listened to the narrative— which 
lost none of its portentous significance through 
his relation, snch as he believed it bore for himself 
and master— and then asked Mnsa If be believed it.

The Doctor, however, said he did not believe it,

A day or two afterwards another of his men— 


Simon lYice by name—cauio to tho Doctor with the 
samo tale about tho Ma-/ltu, but, compelled by tha 
want number of his people to repress all such ten- 
dencies to desertion and falnt-lieartoduess, the 
Doctor "eliut him up" at ones aud forbade him to 
niter tho name of the Ma-Zllu any more. Had the 
natives not assisted him he mast have despaired of 
ever being ablo 10 penetrate the wild and unex- 
plored lutorlor which he was now aliout to tread. 


NO SLAVI! TUADK HKItB. 


"Fortunately,''as tuo Doctor says wllh unction, 


"I was lu a couulry now, after leaving tho shores 
of the Nyassa, where tho feet of the slave trader 
had uot trodden. It was a new and virgin laud, and 
of course, as I have always found It lu such cases, 
the natives were really good and hospitable, aud for 
very small portions of cloth my baggojje was con- 
veyed from village to village by thorn." 
In many 


other ways the traveller In his extremity was 
kindly treated by the undcOlud and unspoiled 
natives. 


THE TIIACK OP THE MAZITCT. 


On leaving this hospitable region lu the early 


part of December, I860, Iho Doctor entered a 
country where the Mazltu had exercised their cus- 
tomary spoliating propensities. 
The land was 


swept clean of all provisions and cattle, and tho 
people had emigrated to other countries beyond 
tho bounds of these ferocious plunderers. Again 
tho expedition was besieged by famine and was 
reduced 
to 
great extremity. 
To satisfy tho 


pinching hunger 
it 
suffered it had recourso 


to 
tho 
wild 
fruits 
which 
somo 
parts of 


the 
country 
furnished. 
At 
Intervals 
the 


condition 
of 
the 
hard-pressed 
band was 


made worse

wilh the Doctor's personal kit—changes of clothes 
aud linen, Ac. With more or less misfortunes con- 
stantly dogging his footsteps, he traversed In safety 
tho countries of the Babisa, Bobomba, Barungu, Ba- 
ulungu aud Louda. 


rUINCE CAZEMBB. 


In the country of Louda lives the famous Ca- 


zembc—mado known to Europeans flrst by Dr. 
Laccrda, the Portuguese traveller. Cazembe is a 
most Intelligent 
prince; Is a tall, stalwart 


man, who wears a peculiar 
kiud of dress, 


made 
of crimson print, 
in 
the 
form of 


a prodigious kilt. 
Tho mode of arranging 


it Is most ludicrous. All tho folds of this enormous 
kilt are massed in front, which causes him to look 
as if the peculiarities of tlio human body were re- 
versed In his case. The abdominal parts are thus 
covered with a balloon-liko expansion-of cloth, 
while the lumbar region, which Is by us jealously 
clothed, with him ts ouly half draped by a narrow 
curtain which by no means sumces to obscure its 
naturally fine proportions. In this State dress 
King Cazembe received Dr. Livingstone, sur- 
rounded by his chiefs and body guards. A chief, 
who had been deputed by the Kins and elders to 
find out all about the white man, then stood up 
before tho assembly and in a loud voice gave the 
result of the Inquiry he uaa instituted. He had 
heard the white man had 
COMK TO LOOK FOB WATKBS, FOK RIVERS AND SEAS. 
Though he did not understand what the white man 
could want with snch things he had no doubt tha 
the object was good. Then Caxembe asked what 
the Doctor proposed doing and where be thought 
or going. The Doctor replied that he had thought 
of going south, as he had heard or lakes and rivers 
being:in that direction. Cazembe asked:— 


"What can you want to go there for; The water 


is olose here. There is plenty of large water in this 
neighborhood." 


Before breaking up tho assembly Cazembe gave 


orders, to let tue white man go where he would 
through his country undisturbed aud unmolested. 
He was the first Englishman he had seen, he said, 
and he liked him. 


A BAND OF AMAZON3. 


Shortly after his introduction to tho King the 


Queen entered the large house surrounded by a 
body guard of Amazons armed with spears. She 
was a flue, tall, handsome young woman, and evi- 
dently thought she was about to make a great im- 
pression, upon the rustic white man, for she had 
clothed herself after a most royal fashion, and 
was armed with a ponderous spear. Bnt her ap- 
pearance, so different from what the Doctor had 
imagined, caused Mm to laugh, which entirely 
spoiled the effect Intended, for the laugh ot the 
Doctor was so contagious that she herself was the 
first who Imitated, and the Amazons, courtier-Uke, 
followed suit. 
Much disconcerted by this, tha 


Queen ran back, followed by her obedient dam- 
sels—a retreat most undignified and unqueenlike 
compared to her majestic advent Into the Doctor's 
presence. But Livingstone will have much to say 
about his reception at this Court and about this In- 
teresting King and Queen; and who can so well re- 
late the scenes be witnessed, and which belong 
exclusively to him as he himseU ? 


FJBST OLIHP3E3 OF THE NILE SECRET. 


Soon after his arrival in the country of Londa, or 


Lunda, and before ho had entered the district of 
Cazembe, he had crossed a river called the Ciiam- 
bezl, which was quite an Important stream. The 
similarity of the name with that large and noble 
river south, which will be forever connected with 
his name, misled Livingstone at that time, aud he 
accordingly did not pay it the attention it deserved, 
believing that the CHambezi was but the head- 
waters of the Zambezi, and consequently had no 
bearing or connection with the sources of the river 
of Egypt, of which he was In search. His fault was 
in relying too implicitly upon the correctness 
of Portuguese information. This 
error 
cost 


him many months of tedious labor and travel. 
From the beginning of 
ISO?—the time of his 


arrival at Cazembe—to the middle of March, 1869— 
the time of his arrival in trjiji—he was mostly en- 
gaged in correcting the errors and corruptions of 
the Portuguese travellers. Thq Portuguese, in 
speaking of the River Chambezi,-invariably spoke 
of It as "onr own Zambezi"—that is, the Zambezi 
which, flows through the Portuguese possessions of 
the Mozambique. "In going to Cazembls from 
Nyassa," sa4d they, "you will cross our own Zam- 
bezi." Such positive and reiterated information 
like this not only orally, but in their books and 
maps was naturally confusing. When the Doctor 
perceived that what he saw and what they de- 
scribed was at variance, out of n sincere wish to be 
correct, aud, lest he might have been mistaken 
himself, he started to" retravel the ground he had 
travelled before; over aud over again he traversed 
the several countries watered by the several rivers 
of the complicated water system like an uneasy 
spirit; over and over again ho asked, the same 
questions from the different peoples he met until 
he was obliged to desist, lest they might say, "The 
man is mad; he has got water on the brain." 


But these travels and tedious labors of bis in 


Lonfla and the adjacent countries have established 
beyond doubt flrst, that the Chambezi is a totally 
distinct river from the Zambezi.of the Portuguese, 
and secondly, that the Chambezi, starting from 
about latitude eleven degrees south, is none other 
than the most southerly feeder of tho great Nile, 
thus giving this famona river a length' of over two 
thousand six hundred miles of direct latitude, 
making It second to the Mississippi, the longest 
river la toe world. Tho real and true muna, of t*o 


Zambezi Is Domhazl. when r/aeufla ana his Porti- 
gueso 8uco"»KorB c.ime to (Ja/A-uibe, crossed the 
O'hambezi and heard lUi uauie, they very naturally 
Hot 11 down an "our own Zambezi," aud without 
further inquiry sketched U au ruuulug m that direc- 
tion.

J>m Ing IIIB reaeanMicB lu that rcglou, so prcgnaai 


in discoveries, Livlngvloue came to a lake lyiutc 
northeast of Cazetube, which tho natives called 
Llemba, from tho country of that name, which 
bordered It on tho east aud south, lu tracing tho 
lake north he found it to bo uono other than Mu» 
Tanganyika, or the southeastern extremity of It, 
which looks on tho Doctor's map very much llko w> 
outline of Italy. Tho latitude of the souther* eo« 
of this great body of water Is about nine degree* 
south, wluoli gives It thus a length, from uorlU t» 
south, of 300 geographical miles. 


TUB LUAP17LA. 


From tho southern extremity of the Tanganyika 


lie crossed Murungu and came in sight of Lake 
Moero.

At Cazembls he found an old white-boarded hair- 


caste named Mohammed ben Sallh, who was kept 
as a Kind of prisoner at large by tho King oecauM 
of certain suspicious circumstances attending t)I# 
advent aud

road to UJIJt he had bitter cause to regret having 
exerted himself in the half-caste's behalf. 
Ha 


turned out to bo a most ungrateful wretch, who 
poisoned tho minds of tho Doctor's few follower* 
and Ingratiated himself in their favor by BclUoc 
the favors of his concubines to them, thus reducing 
them to a kind of bondage under him. From tn» 
day ho had the vile old man lu hla company mani- 
fold and bitter misfortunes followed the Doctor op 
to his arrival lu UjijI, In March, 1888. 


HE WHITES TO CIVILIZATION. 


From the date of his arrival until the end of 


Juno (ISCd) he remained In UjijI, whence he dated 
those letters which, though the outside world stlU 
doubted his being alive, satisfied the minds of tha 
Royal Geographical people aud his Intimate friend* 
that ho was alive, and Musa's talo an Ingenious bnt 
false fabrication of a cowardly dcsortor. It WM 
during this time that the thought occurred to hu» 
of sailing arouud the Lake Tanganyika, but the 
Arabs aud natives were so bent upon ilecelng tiiin 
that, had he undertaken it tho remainder of Ula 
goods would not have enabled him to explore tin 
central line of drainage, the Initial point ol 
which he fouud far south of Cazembls, In about 
latitude 11 degrees, iu tho river Chambezi. In tha 
days when tired Captain Burton was resting In 
Ujljl, alter his march from the coast near Zanzibar, 
tho land to which Livingstone, on his departure 
from UJIJI, bent his steps, was unknown to UM 
Arabs save by vague report. Messrs. Burton an* 
Speke never heard of it, it seems. Speke, who WM 
the geographer of Burton's expedition, heard of * 
place called Uruwa, which he placed on his map ac- 
cording to the general direction Indicated by th6> 
Arabs; but the most enterprising of the Arabs, in. 
their search alter Ivory, only touched tho frontier* 
of Kua, as the natives and Livingstone call it; *w 
Rua Is an Immense country, with a length of six 
degrees oflatitude and as yet an undefined breadth 
from cast to west. 


HE STARTS PROM UJUI AOAIS. 


At the end of June, 1S«9, Livingstone took 4M«* 


at Ujljl and crossed over to Uguhha, on the western 
shore, for his lost and greatest series of explora- 
tions, the results of which was tho discovery of • 
series of lakes of great magnitude connected to- 
gether by a large river called by different name* a* 
It left one lake to flow to another. From the poirf 
of Uguhha he set oil' in company with a body at 
traders, in an almost direct westerly course, 
through the lako country of Cguhha. Fifteen dajs 
march brought them to liambarrc, the first import 
ant ivory depot in Manyema, or, as the native* 
pronounce It, Mauuyema. 


AT BAMHARRE. 


For nearly six months he was detalaoA 


at Bambarre 
Irom ulcers In the feet, wtttt 


copious discharges of bloody Ichor oozing from tha 
sores as soon as he set his feet on the groondU 
When well, he set off In a northerly direction, and, 
after several days, came to a broad, lacasttlxw 
river, called the Lualaba, flowing northward and 
westward, and, in some places southward. In a 
most confusing way. The river was from one ta 
three miles broad. 
By exceeding pertinacity u« 


contrived to follow Its erratic course until he «a» 
tbe Lualaba enter the narrow bnt lengthy Lake ol 
Eamolondo, in about latitude 6 deg. so mln. souttu 
Retracing It south he came to the point where be 
had seen the Luapula enter Lake Moero. 


THB SUENKRY OF LAKE 1IOERO. 


One feels quite enthusiastic when listening to 


Livingstone's description of the boanties of Moera 
scenery. Pent In on all sides by high mountain* 
clothed to their tips with the richest vege- 
tation of the tropics, Moero discharges its 
superfluous waters through a deep rent la 
the bosom of the mountains. 
The Impetaout 


and grand river roars 
through the chasm 


witli the thunder of a cataract; bnt soon after leav- 
ing its confined and deep bed it expands into tha 
calm and broad Lualaba—expanding over miles ot 
ground, making great bends west and south- 
west, 
then, 
curving 
northward, 
ent«r» 


Kamalordo. 
By the natives it la called tha 


Lualaba, but the Doctor, in order to distinguish 1C 
from other rivers of the same name, has given U 
the name of Webb's River, after Mr. Webb, tha 
wealthy proprietor of Xewstcad Abbey, whom the 
Doctor distinguishes as one of his oldest and mofltt 
consistent friends. Awny to the southwest from 
Kamolondo is another large lake, which discharge* 
Its waters by the Important river Lockl, or Lo- 
mami, into the great Lualaba. To this lake, known 
as Chebungo by the natives, Dr. Livingstone ha» 
given the name of Lincoln, to be hereafter dis- 
tinguished on maps and in books as Lake Lincoln, 


IS MEMORY OP ABRAHAM tlNCOLM, 


our murdered President. This was done from tb« 
vivid Impression produced on his mind Dy hearing 
a portion of bis Inauguration speech read irom an 
English pulpit, which related to the causes that in- 
duced him to issue his emancipation proclamation, 
by which memorable deed 4,000,000 of slaves wera 
forever freed. To the memory of the man wbOM 
labors In behalf of the negro race deserved tu* 
commendation of all good men Livingstone toot 
contributed a monument more durable than braat 
or stone.

These two extensive countries, KuaandKlunyemii, 


arc populated by true heathens—governed not us 
the sovereignties of Karagwuli \Viimdi ami Uganda 
by despotic kings, but each village by Its own sul- 
tan 
or lord. 
Thirty miles 
outside of their 


own immediate settlements the most intelligent 
of those small chiefs seem to know nothing. Thirty 
miles from the Lualaba thero were but few people 
who had ever heard of the great river. .Such 
Ignorance among the natives of their own coun- 
tries, of course, Increased the labors of Livingstone. 
Compared with these all tribes and nations In 
Africa with whom Livingstone came in contact 
may be deemed civilized. Yet in the arts of home 
manufacture these wild people of Manyema arc far 
superior to any he had seen.

were made slaves.

TUB MANYKMA WOJfKN. 


Slaves from Manyema command a higher price 


than those of any other country, because of their" 
tlue forms and general docility. The women, the 
Doctor says repeatedly, arc remarkably pretty 
creatures, and have nothing except their hair lu 
common with the negroids of the Went Coast. They 
arc of very light color, have line noses, well-cut and 
not over full-iipx, nnd a prognathous jaw Is uncom- 
mon. These women arci'agcrly sought after for wives 
by the half-castcH of tho Kast Coast, and even the 
pure Amani Arabs do not disdain connection with 
them. To the north of Mauycrua Livingstone came 
to a light-comple.xloucd race of the color of Portu- 
guese, or our own Louisiana quadroons, who are 
very flne people, and singularly remarkable for 
commercial "cutencss" and sagacity. The women 
are expert divers for oysters, which are lound in 
great abundance in the Lualaba. 


GOLD AND WI'l'EB.

Into the Nile, Is only a little over two thousand feet, 
ta wlilch case there Is a possibility that the Lualaba 
may be none other than 1'ethcrick's branch. It is 
well known that trading stations for Ivory have 
t>cen established for about live hundred miles up 
rethei Ick's branch. We must remember this fact 
WOOD told that Gondotoro, In latitude foar de- 
grees north, is 2,000 feet above the sea, and latitude 
fonr degrees south, where the Doctor waa halted, 
K only a little over 2,000 feet above the sea.

Also, that Livingstone's instru- 
ments for observation and taking altitude may have 
been fn error, and this is very likely to Have been 
the case, subjected ai they have beeu to rough 
Dandling during nearly six years of travel.

Despite the apparent difficulty about the altitude, 


there Is another strong reason for believing Webb's 
River, or the Lualaba, to be the Nile. The water-

The people of Manyoma, 
Ignorant of the value or the prccioiiH article, reared 
their huts upon ivory stanchions. Ivory pillars 
and doors were common nights In Maujcuia, and 
hearing of these one can no longer wonder at the 
ivory palace 
of Solomon.

But tho 


advent or the Arabs soon taught them the value of 
the article. It has now risen considerably In price, 
though yet fabulously cheap. At Zanzibar the 
value of Ivory per frarsitah of thirty-live pounds 
weight Is from fifty dollars to sixty dollars, accord- 
ing to its quality. Jn Uuyanycmbe H in about one 
dollar and ten cents per pound; but in Manyema it 
may be purchased for from half a cent to one and a 
quarter cent's worth of copper per pound of Ivory.

The Arabs, however, have the knack of spoiling

The report of a musket'lnsplre** mortal terror 
In them, and It Is almost impossible to Induce them 
to face the mnxzlc of a gun. Tliey believe that the 
Arabs have stolen the lightning, and that against 
such people the bow and arrow can have but little 
effect. They are by no means devoid of courage, 
and they have olten declared that were it not for 
the guus not one Arab would leave the country 
alive, which tends to prove that they would will- 
ingly engage in light with the slrangcrfl, who have 
made t.hcmselves so detestable, were It not that 
the startling explosion of gunpowder inspires them 
with such terror. 


THE SLAVE TRADE. 


Into whichever country the Arabs enter they con- 


trive to render their name and race abominated. 
But the mainspring of it nil is not the Arab's na- 
ture, color or name, but eimply the slave trade. 
So long as the slave trade is permitted to be kept 
up at Zanzibar so long will these otherwise enter- 
prising people, the Arabs, kindle against them 
throughout Africa the hatred of the natives. On 
the main linen of travel from Zanzibar into the in- 
terior of Africa none of these acts of cruelty are 
seen, for the very good reason that they have 
armed the natives with guns and taught them how 
to use weapons, which they are by no means loath 
to do whenever an opportunity presents itself. 
When too late, when they have perceived their

When these three things have been accomplished, 


then, and not till then, can the mystery of the Kile 
lw explained. The two countries tlirough 


and begin to vow signal vengeance

But they are all guilty of the same folly, 
aud It is strange they did not perceive that it 
was folly when they were doing so. 
In former 


days the Arab, protected by his slave escort 
aruiea with guns, could travel through TJsegubha, 
Crori-Ukonongo, Utlipa, Karagwah, Unyoro and 
Uganda, with only a stick In his hand; now, how- 
ever, it is impossible tor him or any one else to do 
so. Every step he takes, armed or unarmed, Is 
fraught with danger. 
The Wascgnhha near the 


coast halt him, and demand the tribute or give him 
the option or war; entering Ugogo he is subjected 
every day to the same oppressive demand, or to the 
other feai nil alternative. Tie Wauyamwezi also 
show their readiness to take the same advantage; 
tlie road to Karagwah is besieged with difficulties;

the way, 


deleats their combined forces with ease and makes 
raids even to the doors of their houses in Uuyan- 


tlnthcr to prospect for tuid metal, but as they are 
ignorant or the aft of gulch mining it is scarcely 
potisiblc that they will succeed. 


From these highly important and interesting dis- 


coveries Dr. Livingstone was turned back when 
almost on the threshuld of success by the positive 
refusal ofhiH men to accompany him further. They 
were nfrald to go unless accompanied by a large 
force of men, and at) theac were not procnrable In 
Manyema the Doctor reluctantly turned Ills face 
toward Ujiji. 


A WKAHY BACK TKACK. 


It was a long and weary road back. The journey 


had now no Interest lor him. He had travelled It 
before when going westward, full of high hopes and 
fiHiiiratioiiH, impatient Io reach the goal which prom- 
ised him rest rrom hlxlabois; now returning uu- 
sucrc»Hiul, banicd and thwarted when almost m 
sight of the end, and having to travel the same 
road back ou foot, with disappointed expectations 
and defeated hoped picying oo bin mind, no wonder 
that the brave old Bplnt almuHt suctumbed and 
the strong constitution almost wrecked.

rived at Ujljt October 2", almost at death's door. 
On the way he had been trying to cheer himself up, 
since he had found it Impossible to contend against 
the obstinacy of his men, wltn "it won't take long, 
live or six mouths more; it matters not, since U 
can't be helped. I have got my goods in (TJiji and 
can hire other people find make a new Btart." 
These ure the words and nopes with which he tried 
to delude himself into tlic Idea that all would be 
right yet; but imagine, If you can, the shock he 
must have suffered when he found that the man to 
whom waa entrusted his goods ror safe keeping 
had sold every bale for Ivory. 


TflE FAITHFUL POI.l.OWKItS. 


The evening or the day Livingstone h.td returned 


to 1'jijl Simi aud Chuuia, two or his most faithful 
men, were seen crying bitterly. The Doctor asked 
them what ailed them, and was then Informed 
for the first time of the evil tidings that awaited 
him. 
Said they:—"All our things arc sold, nir. 


Shcreef has sold everything for Ivory." 


SHAMELESS SnEKEKF. 


Later in the evening Bhcrecf came to see him 


and shamelessly offered his hand, with a salutatory 
"Vambo." Livingstone refused hid hand, eaying 
he could not iliake hands with a thief. As an ex- 
cuse Shereer said he had divined on the Koran 
and that had told him the Hakim (Arabic for 
Doctor) wan dead. 
Livlugntoue was now des- 


titute. He had juftt enough to keep him and 
liis men alive for about a month, after which he 
would be forced to beg from the Arabs. He.had 
arrived in Djlji October 28. The HERALD Expedition 
arrived November 10 from the coast—only sixteen 
days difference. Ilad I not beeu delayed at Unyan- 
yembe by the war with Mirambo I should have gone 
on to Ha&vema, and very likely have been travel- 
ling by one road, while he would have been coming 
by another to Ujiji. Had 1 gone on two years ago, 
when I first received the Instruction!!, I should 
have lost him without doubt. But I am detained 
by a series or circumstances, which chafed and 
fretted me considerably at the time, only to permit 
him to reach Ujiji sixteen days before I appeared. 
It was as if we were marching to meet together at 
an appointed rendezvous—the one from the west, 
the other from the east.

MEXICO, August 1,1872. 


The President or the Republic, Benlto Juarez, aa 


you were duly notified, died at half past eleven 
o'clock, on the night of the isth of July, arter a 
brier illncsn, from a nervous affection of the heart. 
Although for sonic days somewhat Indisposed, he 
occupied himself, as usual, with his duties at the 
palace up to the day of the ivth, when, feeling more 
unwell than usual, he confined himself to bin room, 
but not to his bed. Ou the morning of that day the 
editor of the Diarlo OJUrtal, as was his dally cus- 
tom, while reading the most notable occurrences 
from his periodical, remarked that the President 
arose suddenly ;,0m bin chair, and, putting his 
hand to his head, walked rapidly across the room 
several times, as ir in sudden and great pain. Sus- 
pending his reading, he inquired If he was suffer- 
ing. "I am well," he replied; "you can continue." 
A few moments later, however, he again arose, 
and, begging the editor to desist from his reading, 
resumed his rapid walking up and down the apart- 
ment, ordering at the same time Ills coffee to be 
brought, which he drank very quietly. These, how- 
ever, were supposed to be the first moments of his 
serious and fatal illness, lie spoke little of his 
sufferings to those of his more Intimate friends 
admitted to his room during the day, but talked 
with much zest upon both the political and social 
topics of the day with which ho was most occupied, 
in the afternoon, with his family, ho took his cus- 
tomary ride on the I'oseo, giving cheerful greet- 
ing to the numerous friends he there encoun- 
tered; and

Indisposition a serious one, when his family 
bade him

to 


the theatre, they left 
him good hnmoredly 


chatting with his friends. At a little past ten 
o'clock he retired, but could not sleep, and spent 
the night In a great deal of suffering, but not allow- 
ing the family to be disturbed. On the morning of 
the 16th he arose as usual, expressing annoyance 
at not being able to attend to his dntlea In the pal- 
ace, and to the anxious Inquiries of hla family and 
friends he simply replied that he was feeling tired 
with not being able to rest welL He spent the day 
between sitting and lying, but suffering at times ex- 
treme pain. In the afternoon he conversed freely 
with one of his Cabinet Ministers and General Ala- 
torte upon political ami social topics, but from time 
to time would complain of oppression abont the 
heart and shortness of breath. 


BEGINNING OP THE END. 


Abont seven o'clock In the evening his son-in- 


law, Mr. Santaciiia, communicated to him the In- 
formation received by telegram rrom Vera Cruz, 
announcing that the American steamer bad post- 
poned her sailing ror one day and would not leave 
until the 18th. "I am very glad," was the Presi- 
sldent's reply, "as she can now carry the news of 
the retaking of Monterey." 
Prom this time he 


commenced sinking very rapidly, and it became 
evident to all that his life was almost spent; but, 
even in these last moments, passed alternately be- 
lllustrated the untiring zeal and unconquerable' 
energy of the man. 


Arousing from a state of syncope, he recognized 


at his side SeHor Mejla, his Minister of War, and 
said, "flow do you'/ Have you received any tele- 
graphic news v" 


"No," replied his sorrowing and anxions Minis- 


ter; "nothing new. How are yon feeling 1" 


"Better, tliank you," was the reply; "there may 


be something of Importance; return at once to your 
office." 


At tc-n o'clock his lire seemed go near its close 


tnat his cabinet Ministers were summoned, some 
of whom Sad uot even been made aware of his in- 
disposition, and arrived only to witness with con- 
sternation his moments of dissolution. 


A PEACEFUL DEATH. 


A little before his death all suffering seemed to 


have ceased, and he sat up in. his bed perfectly 
tranquil and apparently unconscious of his fast- 
approaching end. Laying himself 
down once 


more, he rested his head upon bis hand and drew 
his last expiring breath as peacefully as if falling 
to sleep, without struggle or motion. 


INSTAllING USKDO BE TEJEBA. 


Sefior Sebastian Lerdo de Tejada, President of 


the Supreme Court of Justice,-was at once notified, 
and immediately repaired to the Palace, where, at 
an early hour on the morning of the 19th, In the

THE CI1A1IDER OF DEATH. 


The body of President Juarez, embalmed and 


richly attired in black, was laid in state In the 
Grande Salon de Embasadors of the palace, the 
same sail watch, less than two years since, 
witnessed so different a scene iu the banquet given 
to our distinguished statesman, Hon. w. II, 
Seward, by the officers of the government, pre- 
sided over by the President of the Republic, The 
walls were entirely covered with heavy blacK cloth, 
and the large paintings of the former Presidents 
and illustrious men, among them our own beloved 
Washington, looked down upon the mournful 
scene through heavy folds of crape; tl,e same sable 
decorations draped the multitude of chandeliers 
aud pedestals ornamenting the immense saloon, 
near the head of which was placed the richly 
draped catatolco on which rested all that re- 
mained or the late President of the Republic. 


THB FUNERAL DAY. 


Thousands ol people wer« in continual attend- 


ance, all eager to view once more the features of 
the great chief and patriot, until the day of the 23d, 
when the solemnities of the interment in the "Pan- 
teon of San Fernando" were enacted. The proces- 
sion was. a long and exceedingly Impressive one, 
and, together with the multitude of people brought 
together by the sad event from all the surrounding 
country, formed such a concourse of people as the 
capital has hardly ever before witnessed.

Senor Angel Iturbide, oldest surviving son of the 
first Emperor and liberator of Mexico, died on the 
morning of the 21st of July, of congestion of the 
brain, leaving a wife and one child, the former an 
American lady, and native of Georgetown, D. C. 
Mr. Iluroide was a gentleman of rare culture and 
ability, refined and courteous in manners, ana per- 
fectly conversant with all the sciences ana general 
tonics of the day. The only son above referred to 
is, it will be remembered, the same one adopted bv 
Maximilian and Carlotta, and named Prince Im- 
perial and heir to the throne of Mexico as estab- 
lished by the French invasion.

A Woman and Mor Waive Gagged «n*

It Is safe to say that never in tbe annals of the 


criminal history of this city has such an aggravated 
case of robbery been judicially investigated as waa 
tried yesterday In the General Sessions, before Judge 
Bedford. The trial waa brief and resulted in tbe

prompt conviction of the defendants, who were 
sentenced on the spot by the City Judge to the 
State Prison for twenty years each. Tbe names ol 
the prisoners—the men, all hardy-looking fellows, 
were William Wilson, Nettle Wilson and Engh Be- 
gan. A man named Charles Miller was also a par- 
ticipant In the robbery, but thus far he baa escaped 
the vigilance of the police. 


Assistant District Attorney Stewart placed the 


complainant, Mrs. Annette "flardy, in the witness' 
box, and, although an aged and Infirm lady, she gave 
a clear account of the transaction. She aaid that she 
-ooi.iari at sftj Brpome street, corner of Varick, and 
rented rooms; that on the M or July the man Wll- 
sou and his wire hired apartments from her assist- 
ant ; she did not see them till a day or two after 
they came, as she was confined to bed by illness; 
she never saw Bogan until the night of the robbery, 
when he came with Miller to her house at a oaaner 
past twelve on the night of the 17th of July.

From Asia, by way of San Francisco, we 
nave a news report dated in Yokohama, Japan, 
on the 22d of July. Coincident with our de- 
spatches came a very heavy cargo of tea and a 
large number of passengers from the Far East; 
some of them bound for different cities of the 
United States and others for Europe. These 
two latter features are quite agreeable to the 
American people as s. commercial nation. The 
Mikado had compleiod hie round of visits to 
the different shrines at Kioto, where he for- 
merly resided, and in Osaka and Hiogo. He 
•was on, his way to Nagasaki -when the HEEAL.D 
report was forwarded. His Imperial Highness 
maintained _bw^patoonnge ofjbteiga tailors. 
Se appeared before his astonished^ subjects in 
a magnificent display of broadcloth and gold 
lace, his personal attendants being "gotten 
up" in an almost similar style of magnifi- 
cence. The Mikado is determined that the 
Japanese shall not repeat the insult to personal 
loyalty which was committed by an English 
Dompkin against George the Third, when be 
said, "In the show in BarUeniy Fair I saw 
as good a King as that chap there." The Co- 
reans have spurned the Japanese demand for 
redress of grievances in a most indignant and 
insulting manner; so much so, indeed, that it 
is inferred that the Japanese will be compelled 
to place a higher and more exact value on the 
routine of an elevated, dignifiwl course of 
diplomacy in creating the foreign relations in 
the future.

the centre of a great valley. On further read- 
ing, however, Sir Henry adopted the opinion 
of tlie Lualaba being the Nile, but dissented 
and still dissents from the explorer's theory 
of its line of connection, with that river. We 
may here say that our own first opinion of the 
course of the Lualaba to the Nile was the 
same as that subsequently, but equivocally, 
adopted 
by 
the 
Geographical 
Society's 


President—namely, 
that 
it flowed into 


Sir Charles Baker's lake, the Albert Nyanza. 
Doctor Livingstone's words addressed to the 
T?T;Ti>T.pl on the matter of the direction of the 
great river he had followed, ars—"and at 
last found the mighty river had left its west- 
ing and flowed right away to the north.'-' 
Continuing in this line, he argues, it must 
inevitably connect with the Bahr el Gazahl— 
Petberick's branch of the White Nile—through 
the lake which the Italian traveller, Doctor 
Piaggia, found ot its southern extremity. Sir 
Henry disputes this theory on the ground that 
the sources of the Bahr el Gazahl were 
traced by the 
German explorer, Doctor 


Schweinfurth, to mountains very little south 
of the latitude of Gondokoro. 
Dr. Charles 


Beke, an eminent African authority, comes in 
with an argument against Livingstone's theory 
of much greater weight. 
He states that a 


river called the Uelle, discovered by Dr. 
Schweinfurth, rising in the mountains west of 
Lake Albert Nyanza-, takes a westerly course, 
whieh, if it be the same rivsr as the Shary. 
heard of by Dr. Earth, •would meet the Lualaba 
in its northerly course^ »nd_of ^necessity carry 
it into Lake Chad, and the theory of 
the great Central African Nile Valley along 
with it 
Stated in Dr. Beke's words it reads 


thus:—-"It inevitably follows that unless the 
Lualaba takes a decided torn either to the 
east or to the we«t from its course ' right away 
to the-north* within those three hundred miles, 
it cannot avoid joining the Shary, and through 
this river falling into Lake Chad. It appears 
to me to be utterly impossible to gainsay this. 
Still T. believe, for my own part, that my good 
friend Dr. Livingstone ia mistaken in bis idea 
that the course of the Lunlaba continues 
northwards lor any considerable" distance, but 
that, on the contrary, it is deflected to the 
northeast, and so flows into the Albert Nyanza, 
and thus forma the main stream of the Nile." 
We do not, 
however, share a thorough 


belief in tha alternative which Dr. Bake 


insists on. It is by no menu* certain that the 
river Ucllo is one and the same with tly> Shary; 
and it would uot at all surprise us to learn that 
tho Uelle is a tributary of the Lualaba itself. 
It in, nevertheless, possible that tha Lualaba 
enters Lake Albert Nyanza by a swoop to the 
eastward, and thus settles the question of tho 
Nile; but our trust is greater in tho judgment 
of tho explorer himself ami in the courago and 
backbone that will tell in the oud who is right. 


It is flattering, indeed, to every one con- 


nected with the explorations and tho channel 
through which they flowed to the public that 
something which iu Livingstone's opinion 
transcends tho importance of mapping out a 
continent may turn up as a result We refer, of 
course, to the slave trade with Zanzibar. This 
accursed system has been depicted by Burton 
and other travellers besides Livingstone, and 
although not then extending so far Inland as 
Manyoma, "wrought its ghosta upon tho floor" 
of every home within reach of tho Arab slave 
traders. Villages disappeared in a day, and 
nothing save tho blackened ruina of the 
ternbo 
could 
tell . the 
traveller 
that 


•where he stood wan, perhaps a fortnight before, 
tho homo of an inoffensive tribe. Tho slave 
market absorbed what the spear, tho scimitar 
and the bullet allowed to live, and tho seeds 
only of hatred, revonijo and treachery wore left 
behind. The English government, which sooms 
at times to shape its conscience by the degree* 
of latitude and longitude, has been indirectly 
tue powerful protector of this terrible trade. It 
is now moving towards its suppression. Various 
means are spoken of by which this evil can be 
rooted out ; but whatever course is taken, lot 
it be done at once. 
The United States, 


purged of the iniquitous slave code itself, 
will hasten to supplement its» eradication 
everywhere with willing hand and heart 


It is darkly hinted that the adoption of 


stringent measures to abolish the slave trade 
at Zanzibar would possibly bring about 
the murder of Dr. Livingstone at the first 
opportunity offered to the red-handed Arabs, 
who would bo tho losers by its abolition. 
Whatever truth there may be in this—and it 
probably contains a germ of danger in its 
being tried—the gentlest means should first bo 
essayed with the Sultanate of Zanzibar. But 
this thought brings ua bock to the man 
about whom these •weak-kneed prophets per- 
turb themselves. 
If ever there existed a 


human being whose devotion to the best 
principles of humanity is of the present and 
highest order, that 
man is David Liv- 


ingstone.

Our latest advices from the city of Mexico 


give us a more hopeful view in behalf of 
tho establishment of law and order in that 
revolutionary republic. 
While tho Cabinet of 


Lordo do Tojada, tho constitutional President 
protein-, is still an open question, it is the gen- 
eral belief that he will bo regularly elected to 
tho Presidency with but slight opposition. Tho 
country is becoming pacified, the roads arc 
safo— that is, comparatively clear of highway 
robbers — confidence is being restored in tho 
government and tho revival of trade is natur- 
ally expected to follow. Martial law has boon 
revoked in several of the States whore it had 
boon found necessary by Jiwres to enforce it, 
and the local civil authorities of those States 
have been restored with their full powers; and 
such revolutionary leaders against Juarez as 
Diaz, 
Negreto, Aravarritc, Jose 
Pestillo, 


Mariano and Gonzales had accepted the am- 
nesty offered them, and many of them had 
reported in person at tho capital. Best of all 
is tho report that President Lerdo's course 
gives general satisfaction; aud better oven 
still, as wo are assured to-day, that the re- 
bellion in Mexico is closed, and that railroad 
surveyors are travelling through the territory 
unmolested. 


In the presence of all theso facts in favor of 


the pacific and conciliatory policy of President 
Lerdo, it does not appear a violent assumption 
on the port of tho Trails d' Union that his for- 
mal election as President is a question of life 
or death to the Republic. It is apparent that 
he has shown himself to be tho very man 
needed at the head of the government for this 
crisis in Mexican affairs. 
The long adminis- 


tration of Juarez — a fighting administration 
from first to last— had resulted in establishing 
a civil war, which would doubtless have lasted 
while ho held the government, had he lived to 
hold it by the bayonet for five, ten or twenty 
years to come. His death has disarmed the 
rebel leaders and their fighting factions, organ- 
ized and maintained for the single purpose of 
putting him out. Honce tho ready responses 
of tho revolutionary generals to the amnesty 
offered by President Lordo. This popular man, 
having no enemies to punish and no revenges 
to satisfy, and having the solid advantages of 
tho army and tho sinews of war left him by 
Juarez, sets out like a full-freighted ship with 
a favoring wind and tide, though on a danger- 
ous voyage. 


A glorious opportunity is thus offered Lerdo 


de Tejada for a name and a fame as President 
of Mexico which will eclipse the fame of Jua- 
rez and all his predecessors in the substan- 
tial benefits secured to hia country, although 
the name of Juarez will bo henceforth, in the 
history of Mexico, associated with the ex- 
pul^ion of a foreign imperial usurpation and 
armed" occupation, and with the establish- 
ment, against^ a powerful Mexican party^m 
the field oFargument and the field of tattle, of 
civil and religious liberty. Juarez had prepared 
the ground from which a rich harvest may be 
secured to Mexico through President Lerdo, 
by simply risfng to the grandeur of tho golden 
opportunity before him. 
On being regularly 


established" in his government by "the will of 
the neople, ' ' and after providing the needful 
safeguards against revolutionary disturbers, 
highwaymen and border cattle-stealers and 
assassins, President Lerdo should look at once 
to the policy of uniting the Mexican States 
with the central government and of developing, 
on a grand scale, the enormous material re- 
sources of the country, mineral, agricultural 
and manufacturing.

Within twenty years — yea, 
ten — more may be done by a comprehensive 
network of railways to develop the unmeas- 
ured riches of Mexico than has been done 
since the invasion of Cortes. Nor can we over- 
estimate the importance to Mexico, in a politi- 
cal view, of an extensive system of railways 
and telegraphs. With even a single line of 
rails and wires running through the Republic 
via the capital, from north to south, and 
another from Vera Cruz across to the Pacific, 
that imperial armed occupation by the French 
would have been impossible. Without , these 
powerful agents of national strength, unity 
and cohesion, railways and telegraphs, we 
could not have put down Jeff Davis and his 
Southern Confederacy, and we could have done 
nothing with our States and Territories west- 
ward of the Rocky Mountains. 
Without rail- 


ways and telegraphs there would have been no 
such thing as Italian unity or German unity, 
or a French Republic in the place of Louis 
Nappleo% Without railways and telegraphs 
there* (5n be il& such thing* aa'national unity, 
strength or cohesion among the Mexicans. 


Let President Lerdo de Tejada, then, inau- 


gurate the policy of a comprehensive system of 
railways and telegraphs for Mexico, and ho 
will provide the solid securities 
required 


against domestic disturbers and foreign invad- 
ers. If our government will not interpose a 
helping hand for the salvation of our siflter Re- 
public here ia a way whereby the Mexicans 
may save themselves and become a strong, 
united and prosperous people.

Mr. Scott, the City Clerk, who refused to swear m 
the Commissioners, as required by law, comes in for 
a large share of public criticism, which poinrs-to an 
abridgment of the public career of that gentleman, 
who haa been, up to that point, a most excellent 
and upright city officer. His apparent alliance 
with the only remnant of the King now in Jersey 
City has aroused public indignation to a high pitch 
ag.unst him.

Governor Parker, when called upon hy a. HERALD 
reporter on Tuesday in reference to this, matter, 
stated that he would leave the matter to the- Su- 
preme Court, which will meet in October. He had 
been advised by the Attorney General tlw* he had 
discharged his duty when he made the appoint- 
ments. Both toe Governor and his Attorney Gen- 
end shrink from the adoption of any vigorous 
measures, although the latter declares£mphatlcally 
that tlte convicted Commissioners have not the 
shadow or a right to continue lu office. He adds 
th.it every act they have done since that conviction, 
anil may do hereafter, is clearly illegal, and for 
every'such act they render themselves liable to iu- 
illctmeut.

AT TUB MOTELS IN ST. LOUIS. 
At the Sorithern and the Planters' House it would 
be fair to expect that the great share of the guests 
were advocates of Greeley's election, and, notwith- 
standing that the former hotel swings to the breeze 
a banner bearing the inscription, "Grant and Wil- 
son headquarters," I found them so. In the parlors, 
reading and writing rooms and In the corridor a 
silent census gathered facts showing that about 
eighty per cent would vote for their old abolitionist 
enemy, A promiscuous canvass about town gave 
as a result about seventy per cent Iu favor of Mr.

.IKFFKRSON CITY THE CAPITAL. 
A lazy, straggling town, high up on a WuB", at 
the base or which the muddy Missouri bends about, 
is Jefferson City. Tiic Capitol stands out against 
thc sky, with its pillars and dome. of dirty lime- 
stone, and below it, also on a bluir. but with an in- 
tervening ravine, stands the "Executive Man- 
sion," built of brick, with white stone facing and 
bases and marble steps. It was built during tho 
present Gubernatorial term and is occupied by 
Governor li. Gratz Brown. Thc town is scattered 
over precipitous hills and down in stony gullies, 
and is anything but an interesting or busy place. 
The negroes have nocked here from the country and 
about eif;hty-nve per cent of them will vote for 
Grant, -though the county will go democratic. 
There is bnt one paper here—the People's Tribune— 
which is a Greeley and Brown organ. It bitterly 
opposed the latter named gentleman in his contest 
for the governorship; bnt, strange to say, with all 
the laults it then found with the candidate, the 
charge of drunkenness now so freely asserted by 
the republican press was not one of them. In fact, 
the editor claims a thorough acquaintance with the 
Governor's habits, and that In all his Intercourse 
with him he never knew him to imbibe anything
